Manila, February 19, 3 p. m.—The Califor- 
nia volunteers abandoned Guadalupe church 
at 6 o’clock this morning, which has since 
been set on fire, and retired to San Pedro 
Macati.

TROUBLE WITH HONDURAS. 


DEMAND MAY BE MADE ON THE 
REPUBLIC FOR APOLOGY. 


American Killed in That Country 
Leaves Brothers, Who Want 
Satisfaction. 


Pittsburg, February 19.—The Post tomor- 
row will say that in the executive mansion 
at Washington this morning there will be 
recorded a protest, the result of which may 
lead to serious trouble between two na- 
tions—the United States and the republic 
of Honduras. | 

The murder of Frank Pears, the Pittsburg 
man, in Honduras, on January 3ist, will 
undoubtedly lead to most embarrassing 
complications unless the little republic shall 
apologize and at the same time deliver up a 
great amount of gold as a fine for the foul 
murder committed. Backed by Senators 
Foraker, of Ohio, and Quay, of Pennsylva- 
nia, as well as many others of national 
fame in politics, Harry B. Pears, of Pitts- 
burg, brother of the murdered man, left 
for Washington last night to lay his case 
before the government of the United States. 

Yesterday morning’s mail brought to 
Harry Pears a letter from his brother, Ben, 
in Honduras, which set forth in exhaustive 
detail all regarding the killing of Frank 
Pears. The case is far more revolting than 
had ever been feared by Mr. Pears, who 
knew the country well. It seems a case of 
most cold-blooded murder of an American 
by orcers of a kot-h21dea new military 
governor. 

Mr. Pears will lay all the facts before 
President MciKnley today, and will require 
two things: First, that the government of 
the United States demand instantly the re- 
moval from office and punishment of M. A. 
Bonillo, military commandant and governor 
of the district of San Pedro; second, that 
an indemnity not less than $100,000 in gold 
be paid by the government of Honduras to 
the relatives of Frank Pears. 


BELONGED TO UNITED STATES. 


Decument Shows That Vancouver 
Island Was Not England’s. 
Seattle, Wash., February 19.—The Post 
Intelligencer today published the fac-simile 
of a Spanish document which shows that 
the Spanish were in actual military pos- 
session of Vancouver island between 1790 

and 1792. 

It is stated that the document, if it had 
been in possession of Emperor William of 
Germany when he arbitrated the Canadian 
boundary between England and the United 
States, would. shave incontestibly proved 
the’ right of the United States to Vancouver 
island. 

The document in question is a. report 
of Pedro Alberni upon the condition of 
his forces on his return from Nootka sound 
to Mexico. It is dated January 1, 1793. The 
original document, which is now in Seattle, 
was sold to a British citizen over forty 
years ago, and it has been withheld for 
personal reasons. 


BRICE RESIDENCE RANSACKED. 


Thieves Enter Late Millionaire’s Home 
and Damage Furniture. 

Lima, O., February 19.—Last night thieves 
ransacked the residence of the late Calvin 
S. Brice, of this city, to which it is sup- 
posed many valuables had been shipped 
from the Brice residence in New York. 

Mrs. Melilly, mother of Mrs. Brice, who 
occupied the home here, is out of the city 
and Mrs, Brice is in New York, so that the 
amount of goods stolen is not known. 

Much daitege was done to the furnishings 
of the house by the thieves.

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PORTER GOES TO GERMANY. 


COMMISSIONER DISCUSS EXPORTS 
AND IMPORTS FREELY. 


Declares There Is No Reason for Any 
Commercial Trouble Between 
the Two Countries. 


; 
London, February 19.—In an interview 
with the correspondent of the Associated 
Press last evening, Robert P. Porter, who 
goes to Berlin tomorrow, explaine@ at some 
length the objects of his mission, prefacing 
his remarks with the statement that since 
the war with Spain many continental] coun- 
tries had shown a disposition to make un- 
friendly discrimination against American 
products, _ 

Referring to the recent statement in the 
reichstag by Count Von Posadowski-Weh- 
ner, German imperial secretary of state 
for the interior, on the subject of the trade 
development of the United States with 
Germany, he said that a close study.of the 
question did not warrant the conclusions 
drawn by Count Ven Posadowski-Wehner. 
On the contrary, it showed most satisfac- 
tory and profitable trade conditions so far 
as,Germany was concerned. 

“In 1897,"" said Mr. Porter, “German im- 
ports into the United States reached high 
water mark twelve or fifteen million pounds 
higher than any other year during the de- 
cade then ending. The decline for 1898 was 
almost wholly due to the decrease of 
sugar importations. Twhe healthy feature 
of American imports into Germany, in my 
opinion, Hes in the fact that of the $150,0W),- 
000 in 1898 over half was composed of raw 
cotton, petroleum, tobacco, copper and the 
like, mostly for conversion into the manu- 
factured articles, giving employment to 
German labor. 

“Large imports of raw material, especial- 
ly when a country does not produce raw 
materia) itself, are a source of wealth rath- 
er than a loss to a country like Germany. 
There can be no commercial difficulty be- 
tween the United States and Germany, be- 
cause, apart from Great Britain, America 
is knit more closely to Germany by bonds 
of kinship or mutual] interests than to any 
other power. Individuals may clash, but a 
fair analysis of the balance sheets of the 
two nations shows a healthful condition of 
trade, which is a subjéct for rejoicing rath- 
er than alarm on both sides.’”’ 

With reference to his visit to the West 
Indies, Mr. Porter said that many of his 
suggestions regarding Cuba and Porto Rico 
were based in a measure on what he had 
observed in Jamaica. In concluding the 
interview, he highly praised the success of 
the secretary of state forthe colonies, 
Joseph Chamberlain, in dealing with Great 

= West Indian administration. 


RIOTERS DAMAGE A THEATER. 


Chicago Crowd Grows Impatient Be- 
cause Curtain Would Not Go Up. 

Chicago, February "19.—A riot in which 
2,000 men, women and children took part 
occurred this afternoon at the Star theater, 
Sedgwick and Division streets, and before 
the police arrived the interior of the theater 
had been badly damagea. 

Scenery which was to have been used in 
the presentation of a play had been tied 
up by legal proceedings and after the audi- 
ence had waited until 4:30 p. m, for the 
curtain to go up, many began to clamor for 
the return of their money. They were re- 
fused at the box office and two minutes af- 
terwards chairs were broken, carpets were 
torn up and the theater and sidewalk out- 
side was one mass of fighting, yelling hu- 
manity. 

The clanging..of the patrol wagon Vells 
scattered the crowd in a hurry, however. 
Later in the afternoon the money was re- 
funded to those who presented their cou- 
pons. 


A REPORTER IS CHINESE KING. 


Boston Journal Man Escapes from a 
Ship on Which He Taken. 
Tacoma, Wash., February 19.—The captain 
of the American bark Gerard G. Tobey, 
now in this port, tells a strange tale of a 
reporter for The Boston Journal, who was 
shanghaied and put aboard his ship while 
intoxicated at New York. At Shanghai he 
deserted, but upon arrival at Hong Kong 
the captain was surprised to find he had 

preceded him there. 

King O’Keefe, the absolute ruler of the 
island of Yap and other islands, believed to 
belong to the Caroline group, had taken a 
fancy to him and had made the Boston 
journalist assistant king and sub-ruler of 
the next most important island.

Telluride, Col., February: 19.—A tremen- 
dous snow elide came down tihe side of Yel- 
low mountain, about one-quarter of a mile 
below the town of Ophir this afternoon, and 
killed one man and practically destroyed 
the Caribou concentrating plant.

VESSEL LOST BOTH ANCHORS 


She Made Her Way In Face of a 
Blinding Sterm and Very 
Heavy Seas 


WAS IMPOSSIBLE TO STEER THE SHIP 


Henke She Went Miles Out of Her 
Course—Captain Avery Tells of 
the Rough Experience—Ex- 
citement in Brunswick 
When Ship Came. 


Brunswick, Ga., February 19.—(Special.)— 
The overdue Mallory line steamship City of 
San Antonio, F. D. Avery, master, from 
New York, arrived in port this morning 
safe and all on board well, after the rough- 
est voyage in her history. Part of the 
cargo was damaged, but it is not as great 
as was first thought. The lower hold cargo 
is safe, but that between decks shifted 
somewhat. The vessel is being rapidly un- 
loaded, and will sail Tues@ay morning on 
her regular trip to New York. The engines 
need slight repairs. 

Three horses for the Jekyl Island Club 
died en route from expostire to the storm. 
They froze to the deck, ad could not get 
up when once washed down by the heavy 
seas, which swept over thé vessel. 


What, Coptain Ayery Says. 


The passengers relate ® story of terrible 
anxiety and much mental suffering, but 
speak in the highest terms of Captain 
Avery and the crew, who kept their spirits 
up.’ Captain Avery says: 

‘“‘We left New York Monday morning at 4 
o’clock, and at 8 o’clock in the teeth of a 
gale hove the ship to. She here lost both 
anchors and chains. There was a thick, 


taking water fore and aft. At 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning we shipped a sea over 
port quarter, smashing the bulwarks and 
flooding the after, cabins and staterooms. 
From that time on the ship made headway 
against strong winds and heavy seas. 

‘It was the worst experience I ever had, 
although we came out all right, and I hope 
never to be in such another one. Owing to 
the heavy snowstorm that prevailed, it was 
impossible to steer the ship on her course 
for many hours, and during that time 
neither master nor any one on board knew 
where they were going. They do not know 
how far out of their course they went, but 
during the time spent driving against the 
heavy storm there was two feet of snow 
on the ship’s deck and the staterooms were 
two feet under water.” 

The passengers are loud in their praise 
of the ship’s crew, and say that everything 
possible for their comfort and protection 
was done. Pach has a tale of the terrible 
experience to tell, and all are glad to get 
on shore again. 

Watching for the Vessel. 

The local excitement has been great all 
day over the vessel’s safe arrival, and add- 
ed to by newspaper extras and telegrams 
from outside places. The Constitution cor- 
respondent was on the lookout all night, 
and through the courtesy of The Brunswick 
Times’ force, had the benefit of all their 
special workers. At St. Simons lighthouse 
The Times and Constitution correspondent 
was kept informied hourly by Keeper Cham- 
pagne as to the situation, while at the 
national quarantine station Keeper Pinade 
did the same service. On the tower of the 
‘waterworks company trained men with 
night glasses swept the horizon for hours 
in the direction of St. Simons bar, and 
almost simultaneously with @ message from 
Keeper Champagne, that the Mallory ship 
was passing the lighthouse, The Times and 
Constitution men on the watch tower sig- 
naled that she was coming in.

MONUMENT FOR LAFAYETTE. | 


SONS OF THE REVOLUTION HELP 
THE PLAN ALONG. 


The Secretary of the Memorial Com- 
mission Adiresses a Large 
Audience. 


Washington, February 19.—The Columbia 
theater was well filled tonight at a meeting 
held under the auspices of the societies of 
the Sons of the Revolution and of the 
American Revolution in aid of the fund for 
the proposed statue of Lafayette to be 
erected by America in Paris during the ex- 


position vear. 

Well-known public men and prominent 
citizens of the district were present and 
encouraged the idea in patriotic speeches, 
which were enthusiasticaily received. 

E. B. Hay, of Washington, called the a&-_ 
semblage to order and introduced Chapin 
Brown, of this city, who presided and 
opened the meeting with a speech approving 
the scheme. The marine band furnished 
music, and the audience sang patriotic airs. 

Robert J. Thompson, of Chicago, the 
secretary of the Lafayette memorial com- 
mission and the originator of the idea for 
@ monument for Lafayette to be erected by 
Americans, was present, and delivered an 
interesting address. He then said: 

“To build in the land of his birth a 
memorial to Lafayette is something more 
than the rearing of a mere structure of 
bronze and granite to the memory of an 
individual. It is the erection of a monu- 
ment to our own ideals. It is a challenge 
to the world of the success and fruition of 
the republic. It is an answer to the prayer 
of him to whom it shall be dedicated. 

“The opening of the twentielu century 
shall be, by the final success of this project, 
heralded to the world as a promised era 
of good fellowship and brotherly love— 
upon a foundation wrought by the songs 
of children, the praise of Hips we love 
and of hearts we adore, we present to 
France, our great sister republic, a lasting 
emblem of the gratitude of a people neith- 
er too young to be indifferent nor too old 
to forget. | 

“And France! 
latter days her action at the critical 
ment—and at the close of the war, 
generosity in saying: 

“Of the 27,000,000 we have loaned you 
we forgive you 9,000,000 as a gift of friend- 
ship, and when with the years there comes 
prosperity you can pay the rest without 
interest.’ 

‘The dedication of this monument shall 
be an auspicious augury of that eternal 
spirit of liberty which today and forever 
lights the pathway of mank:.nd onward and 
upward to a goal undreamed of by our 
sires. 

‘The budding thoughts of nearly 5,000,000 
children, the future keepers of our coun- 
try’s destiny, have been directed toward 
and centered upon those stirring periods 
of our national life which form—especially 
in the relation to the personage we honor— 
the greatest romance in the history of 
nations.’’ 

Senator Mason, of Iliinois, delivered a 
speech in support of the proposed monu- 
ment. There was one reference which, 
however, did not meet with the approval 
of the entire audience, 

“Yes,’’ he said, ‘‘Hungary had her La- 
fayette, Poland her Lafayette, America had 
her Lafayette and the Philippines will have 
their Lafayette.”’

ONCE RICH, HE DIED A PAUPER. 


Classmate of Young Flood Meets Death 
in Charitable Home. 

Kansas City, Mo., February 19.—Arthur 
De Weese, the son of once wealthy parents 
and years ago a classmate of James L. 
Flood, son of the late bonanza king, died 
here today at the Helping Hand institute. 
Penniless, De Weese entered the institute 
last fall and had worked there since then. 

De Weese was born in San Francisco and 
was sent to the Leland Stanford univer- 
sity. When reverses came to his parents, 
young De Weese went to the Colorado min- 
ing camps, where he led an eventful life 
and then purchased a ranch in Texas. In 
his last enterprise he lost, and becoming 
despondent, joined the army, being detailed 
in the Seventh cavalry. 

After receiving an honorable discharge, 
De Weese worked as a cowboy on a south- 
western ranch. He finally drifted to Kan- 
sas City last fall, and soon becoming pen- 
niless, applied to the institute, where he 
died, for shelter. 

Ten days ago James L. Flood, his old 
classmate, was married in this city, the 
wedding being one of the most sumptuous 
ever seen in Kansas City. De Weese’s fath- 
er, who lives in St. Louis, has been notified. 


AGONCILLO LEAVES MONTREAL. 


Filipino Starts to Europe To Interest 
Nations in Behalf of His Country. 

(Montreal, February 19.—Senor Agoncillo 
and his compatriot, Senor Marti, left Mon- 
treal at 6 o’clock this evening, bound for 
New York en route to London, i 
to sail on the American liner St. Paul 6n 
Wednesday. Their decision to depart was 
sudden, for the two latest additions to the 
Filipino embassy in the United States, E. 
R. De Rios and H. Revera, who arrived 
here this evening from Chicago, were sur- 
prised at meeting Agoncillo and Marti 6n 
the station platform. 

Agoncillo recognizes, now that the treaty 
has been passed and signed, that his mis- 
sion to the United States is ended, and so 
he will take up the next move in the game, 
an attempt to interest the powers of Europe 
in the Philippines. 

In the meantime Rios and Revera will 
remain here and put in a week educating 
Canadians in the social status and ambi- 
tions of the Filipinos. Then they expect to 
follow Agoncillo to Europe.

HITCHCOCK IN WASHINGTON. 


SECRETARY BLISS’S SUCCESSOR 
READY-TO ASSUME DUTIES. 


He Declares the Czar’s Peace Pro- 
posal Has Been Erroneously 
Presented. 


Washington, February 19.—Hon. Ethan 
Allen Hitchcock, who is to succeed Secre- 
tary Bliss at the head of the interior de- 
partment, reached Washington from New 
York this evening. Secretary Bliss, who 
has been in New York, accompanied him. 
The new secretary expects to call on Pres- 
ident McKinley tomorrow and will assume 
the duties of his office whenever it is the 
pleasure of the president, probably tomor- 
row. : 

The new secretary, in an interview to- 
night, corrected what he said was a popu- 
lar wrong impression regarding tho czar’s 
80-called disarmament proposal, made to 
the powers of the world. 

“This proposition,” said he, “is not for 
a disarmament, but: for the ealling of a 
conference for the purpose of reaching an 
agreement not to increase armaments. 
Such wags the intention of the ciraular ts- 
sued by him in August last. The czar 
believes that the vast amounts of money 
required to adapt the armament o*% nations 
to new devices which are constantly being 
brought forward to bring them up to that 
of each other could be much better utilized 
for the benefit of the people of the coun- 
tries affected. The suggestion for a con- 
ference has met with approval and I think 
most of the nations of the world will be 
represented at the meeting to be held at 
The Hague very soon to consider the czar's 
proposition.’’ 

Mr, Hitchcock was averse to discussing 
for publication European politics, but he 
said in answer to questions that the ac- 
complishments of this country in ratsing 
an army from 25,000 to 260,000 men during 
the Spanish war challenged their admira- 
tion and astounded and amazed ile nations 
of the old world. It had increased the 
admiration for the flag and he added: 

“The American flag never flew higher 
in Europe than it flies tonight.’ 

Russia, he said, was friendly to America 
and during the late war inaintained an at- 
titude of strict neutrality. 


SHERIDAN STARTS FOR MANILA. 


Transport Sails from New York with 
2,000 Troops. 

New York, February .19,-The United 
States army transport Sheridan pulled cut 
from her. pier in Brooklyn at 3:80 6’clock 
this afternoon on her way to Manilla by 
Way of the Suez canal with 1,835 enlisted 
‘men and officers and their wives and fam- 
ilies to the number of ninety persons. 

The Sheridan is considered the best ap- 
pointed of the three army transports which 
have sailed from Brooklyn. This latter ex- 
pedition is commanded by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Jacob H, Smith, of the Twelfth United 
States infantry, all of which is on board. 
Four companies from the Seventeenth 
United States infantry and about twenty- 
five men left behind from the Sherman ex- 
pedition complete the military complement, 

Without accident, the Sheridan 1s expect- 
ed to reach Manila in about fifty cays. 
Those on board received a hearty send off 
from friends and well wishers crowded 
about the wharf. 


MORE SAN JUAN RESIGNATIONS. 


Mayor and Councilmen Cannot Agree 
with General Henry. 

San Juan de Porto Rico, February 19.— 
The mayor and a majority of the municipal 
council of San Juan have tendered their 
resignations. 

A few days ago the question of killing 
cattle for municipal consumption was re- 
ferred to General Guy V. Henry, governor 
general of Porto Rico, by consent of all 
the parties interested. After an investiga- 
tion, General Henry issued an crder re- 
garding the matter and the mayor and 
members of the council declared that they 
would resign before complying with the 
governor’s decree. General Henry, annoycd 
by their quarreling and childish actions, 
told them that if they did not stop trifling 
and obey orders he would have them im- 


prisoned. 

A meeting of the council was heli today, 
which resulted in the tendering of the res- 
ignations of the mayor and council on 2c- 
count of the alleged insult by the governor 
general and his partisan friends. The de- 
posed liberals are said to be back of the 
trouble. 

Governor Henry says he can govern the 
city better with new councilmen who -¥v-ill 
not oppose American methods. Considera- 
ble feeling has becn excited by the incident, 


SHIPWRECKED CREW ON BOARD. 


British Steamer Reaches Baltimore 
with Rescued Seamen. 
Baltimore, February 19.—A report reach- 
ed here tonight through the Merchants’: Ex- 
change Marine news department that the 
British steamer Lord Chariemont, from 
Adrossan for Baltimore, had passed in at 
Cape Henry, where she signaled that she 

had on board a shipwrecked crew. 

The Lord Charlemont did not drop an- 
chor at Cape Henry and will not land un- 
til she reaches Baltimore, which may not 
be until tomorrow night. 

Her captain, in signaling did not say to 
what vessel the shipwrecked crew belonged 
and there is no way of getting further par- 
ticulars at this time. 


EAST BOUND FLYER WRECKED, | 


Three Trainmen Are Injured, but No

Spokane, Wash., February 19.—The Great 
Northern eastbound flyer was wrecked at 
5 o'clock this morning near Wilson creek, 
between this city and Wenatchiee.

CHANCES OF PASSAGE SLIM 


Was Evidently Intention of Opponents 
to Keep Adding to Bill 


IN ORDER TO INSURE ITS DEFEAT 


Democratic Idea as to Increase of Reg- 
ular Army Has Been Virtually 
Accepted by Administration. 
Joint High Commission 
Discussed.

Washington, February 19.—(Special.)}—Th 
suggestion of Senator Morgan that the Nic- 
aragua canal bill be added as an amend- 
ment to the river and harbor bill, which 
has been favorably acted upon by the sen- 
ate committee, means that the senator 
from Alabama and those of his associates 
who have been most active in promoting 
the canal legislation are bound to lose no 
possible opportunity for inaugurating this 
great project at this session of congress. 
It is the general opinion here, however, 
that this effort will fail, because it is ex- 
pected that the entire river and harbor 
bill will fall by the way. 

Those who hold to this idea do so on the 
theory that this amendment is the -last 
Straw upon the back of an already too 
heavily overloaded camel. The senate com- 
mittee has added a lot of appropriations to 
the bill, enough in themselves to defeat 
the bill under ordinary circumstances. With 
the addition of this special provision for 
the construction of the canal—the right of 
which to be upon the bill is, to say the 
least of it, questionable—and in view of 
the undoubted opposition which there is 
in some quarters to any Nicaragua canal 
legislation, the chances for the passage of 
the amended bill are regarded as less than 
ever. It is even alleged that the senate 
committee has been‘consistently jollied into 
adding a lot of appropriations refused by 
the héuse with the deliberate purpose of 
overloading the bill to accomplish its de- 
feat. Senator Reed is generally accredited 
with being one of the strong influences to- 
ward this end, for he is not only against 
the construction of the canal, but is against 
many of the appropriations contained in the 
river and harbor bill. 

So while the action of the senate commit- 
tee in placing the canal amendment to the 
bill is regarded as a victory by the friends 
of that important enterprise, it is a very 
doubtful victory. 

The Canal Bill. 

Senator Morgan’s amendment ie, to all 
intents and purposes, the bill which the 
house committee approved and which is 
generally known as the Hépburn bill. The 
measure is a short one, and in order that 
it may not be confounded with the original 
Morgan bill, which was on a different idea, 
it is worth while to reproduce it here. Strip- 
ped of that portion of the verbiage not 
essential to a clear understanding of the 
provisions of the measure, it is as follows: 

“That the president of the United States 
is hereby authorized to acquire for and in 
the behalf of the United States such por- 
tions of territory now belonging to Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua, or such rights, ease- 
ments or privileges therein or connected 
therewith as may be desirable and neces- 
Sary to excavate, construct, control and de- 
fend a canal of such depth and capacity 
as will be sufficient for the movements of 
ships of the greatest’tonnage and cratt 
now in use, from a point near Greytown, 
on the Carribean sea, by way of Lake 
Nicaragua to Brito, on the Pacific oceai; 
and such sum as may be necessary to make 
such purchase is hereby appropriated out 
of any money in the treasury not vther- 
wise appropriated. 

““Iihat when the president has secured the 
territory or said rights, easements or privi- 
leges, he shall direct the Secretary of war 
to proceed with the excavation or con- 
struction of a canal and waterway from a 
point on the shore of the Caribbean sa, 
near Greytown, by way of Lake Nicaragua, 
to a point near Brito, on the Pacific ocean. 
Such canal shall be of sufficient capucity 
and depth as that it may be used by ves- 
sels of the largest tonnage and greatest 
depth now in use, and it shall be supplied 
with all necessary locks and other appli- 
ances to meet the necessities of vessels 
passing from Greytown to Brito; and the 
secretary of war shall also construct such 
safe and commodijous harbors at the ter- 
mini of said canal and euch fortifications 
for defense as will be required for the con- 
venience and safety of all vessels desiring 
the use of sald canal. 

“That in making surveys for and in the 
construction of said canal and harbors the 
president may detail such numbe? cf en- 
gineer officere of the army and navy ur em- 
ploy such civil engineers as may be neces- 
sary, and may require of them the per- 
formance of such professional luties ag he 
may desire. The secretary of war shall 
have power to enter into contracts fur the 
performance of all or such portion ¢f the 
work as may be necessary to most speedily 
and advantageously complete the construc- 
tion of said canal and harbors. 

“That in the excavation and construction 
of said canal the San Juan river and Lake 
Nicaragua or such parts of each as may 
be available shall be used. 

“That in any Otlations with the state 
of Costa Rica or edenaes the president 
may have, the president is authorized to 
guarantee to said states the use of said 
eanal and harbors. upon such terms as may 
be agreed upon, for all vessels owned by 
said states or by citizens thereof. 

“That the sum of $115,900.000. or 60 much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated out of any money in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated for the com- 
pletion of the work ‘herein authorized, 
said money to be drawn from the treasury 
from time to time, as the same shall be 
needed, upon warrants made and verified 
by the chief engineer tn charge of the 
work and approved by the secretary of 
war.” 

Accept the Democratic Idea. 

The administration has practically given 
notice that it will back down in the matter 
of the increase of the regular army, and 
will accept the democratic idea as set forth 
first In the Hay bill so strongly approved — 
by Mr. Bryan upon the occasion of hie visit 
here, and formally prezented to the senate 
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on behalf of the democratic members‘of the | 


senate committee by Senator Cockrell; of 
Missouri. While there has been no official 
declaration of such a purpose, the talk of 
republican senators who have heretofore 
on a sort of Hull-bill-or-nothing plat- 
form shows that they have weakened from 
their former position, and, ‘n order to 
escape an extra session of eongress, are 
willing to indorse the democratic plan. 

In a nut shell, the democratic plan gives 
to the president all the troops he may need, 
but does not bring about such a permanent 
increase in the regular army as many in- 
terests have been contending for and as the 
army, in so far as it is represented by the 
officers and the army politicians, has so 
strongly supported. 

Nobody not thoroughly familiar with all 
of the technical points of army organiza- 
tion has ever been able to get at the exact 
meaning the Hull bill, but from the talk 
about the war department, it is very evi- 
dent that it would open up a lot of offices, 
and would bring about a lot of promotions 
which were much desired. Many of these, 
doubtless most of them, were thoroughly 
meritorious, but there is enougn in the bill 
not altogether meriferious to have aroused 
very strong oppositi on the part of a 
g00d many of those Who agreed with its 
. Seneral principles. 

The certainty that this Hull bill could not 
be passed under any circumstances at this 
session has, of course, been the chief factor 
toward its practical abandonment by the 
republicans. If they thought there was any 
chance to get it through, they would never 
give it up, becagise the influences back of 
it are very strong. Only the other day 
the president stated that unless the army 
reorganization bill passed the senate at this 
session he would call an extra session. He 
undoubtedly meant the bill which had pass- 
éd the house; but there is every indication 
now that he does not intend to make good 
his threat, and the chances for an extra 
session have been greatly diminished. 

: The Democratic Bill. 

Senator Cockrell in presenting a state- 
ment of the minority objections to the Huil 
bill declared that this measure wheh anuly- 
zed did not even attempt a proper reor- 
ganization of the army, but meant simply a 
permanent increase in the number of officers 
and enlisted men in the present organiza- 
tion, and an increased cost to the tax pay- 
ers of the country. The Hull bill, as he 
pointed out, provided for an army of 98,363— 
officers, professors and enlisted men—and 
then says that the president, in his discre- 
tion, may enlist a smaller number, or re- 
duce the number of enlisted men in a troop 
of cavairy and a company of infantry so 
that the number of officers and enlisted 
men in the whole army would be 59,975. 
“This,’’ said the Missouri senator, “is a 
virtual confession that the latter number 
may be amply sufficient for all purposes.” 

Senator Cockrell pointed out the consti- 
tutional provision which gives to congress, 
and not to the president, the right to de- 
termine the size of the army, and also pro- 
vides that no one congress can create an 
army and determine its numbers or strength 
and appropriate money for its maintenance 
beyond its own constitutional term of two 
years, and thus bind a subsequent con- 
gress. The Hull bi.l abdicates the power 
of congress and leaves the strength of the 
army to the discretion of the president. 

While contending that there is no ex- 
isting necessity and no probable necessity 
for any such increase in the regular army 
as the Hull bill contemplates, the demo- 
crats of the senate say: ‘We have no de- 
gire, no disposition, no intention whatever, 
tu withhold from the president, as com- 
mander in chief of the army and navy of 
the United States, any amount of money 
or any number of soldiers necessary for all 
possibie contingencies in the future,”’ 


An Army of Occupation. 
The bill proposed by the democrats con- 
tains these provisions: 


“That the president be, and is hereby, 
authorized in his discretion to enlist and 
urganize a military torce in Cuba and in 
Forto Rico, and, whenever such conditions 
exist as in his judgment will justify him, 
in the islands of tne Facitic, to be Known 
and called ihe army of Cuba, the army of 
Porto Rico, and the army of the islands of 
the Pacific, and to be composed of the in- 
habitants of such islands, respectively, for 
the purposes of establishing and maintain- 
ing peace and order, enforcing laws and 
regulations, and protecting life and property 
in such islands, respectively, and not else- 
where, under such rules, regulations, and 
imitations as he may prescribe in such 
islands, respectively, as to age, term of 
service, ualifications, and number of 
officers and men in each organization. 

“Such forces in said islands, respectively, 
shall be organized in companies, battaiions, 
or regiments, and officered as the president 
may direct, and shall be entitled to such 
pay and allowances as the president may 
prescribe in such islands, respectively, not 
exceeding the rates now allowed by law, to 

made and paid trom the revenues of 
such islands, respectively, or from the 
treasury of the United States, to be subse- 
uently reimbursed to the United States 
rom such revenues. During the occupancy 
by the United States of suth islands, re- 
spectively, the forces of such islands en- 
listed and organized therein shall be under 
the control and subject to the orders of the 
resident and the officers assigned to duty 
af him in such islands, respective:y; pro- 
ded, that the unmber of such military 
forces in all said islands shall not exceed 
35,000 enlisted men at any one time and shal] 
not be considered a part of the permanent 
military establishment of the United States 
herein authorized: Provided, further, That 
where such military forces shall be enlisted 
‘and organized in such islands and have 
shown such efficiency as in the opinion of 
the president to be sufficient for all mili- 
tary purposes in such islands, and there is 
no longer any necessity for the presence 
of the United States military forces therein, 
t shall be withdrawn, and the permanent 
military: establishment shall be reduced to 
@ peace footing.” 


Meets Every Requirement. 

This means that the proposed law would 
continue the military establishment at 
sixty thousand and would give in addition 
thirty-five thousan@ frgm the islands to 
be organized by a president in his discre- 
tion, to be officeged by him, to be under his 
contro! absolutely, to be used in those isl- 
ands for the restoration of peace and for 
the maintenance of order and for the pyo-

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: tection of life and property, and that they 
are to be kept there until] such time as in 
the judgment of the president United States 
troops can be safely withdrawn. 


‘“‘We offer,’’ said Senator Cockrell, in pre- 
senting the matter to the senate, “every- 
thing on earth that is necessary to meet 
any contingency that may. within 
any reasonable time during the existence 
of the present administration and@ for four 
months after its term closes. far as 
concerns provisions for the maintenance of 
an arm sufficiently large for all pur- 


powne, or of forces 
n the preser- 


vation of peace, the maintenance of order, 
and the establishment of stable govern- 
ment and protection of life and liberty, it is 
all in this proposed measure—every bit of 
it, and we give it cheerfully. We believe 
we have gone even further than is abso- 
lutely necessary, but we want to remove 
any doubt in respect to provision having 
been made for the president sufficient to 
meet any emergency and contingency that 
may arise until three or four months after 
his term of service expires.’’ 


The Negotiations with Canada. 

The expected breach in the negotiations 
being conducted by the joint high commis- 
sion has not yet occurred, and it is pretty 
evident that things are in better shape 
than they were a week ago when the Brit- 
ish commissioners practically served notice 
that they were through. They had been 
unable to move the American commission- 
ers on the very important points of th:> 
Alaskan boundary, the Atlantic fisheries 
and reciprocity itt coal and lumber, and 
they declared that they had come to the 
conclusion it would be useless to further 
continue the n. gotiations. 

Since then, however, there have been 
strong influences at work in the interest 
of an agreement. The British colonia! of- 
fice has been urging upon Lord Herschell 
the advisability of making every necessary 
concession toward bringing about a treaty, 
and President McKinley has urged the same 
thing upon the American commissioners. 
The practical result has been a continuance 
of the negotiations, but whether in the end 
they are going to amount to anything it is 
very difficult now to say. 

Both sides agree that unless a treaty 
could he framed embracing the principal 
points at issue, it would be almost use- 
less to go through the formality of any 
treaty at all; but both governments are 
exceedingly anxious that there should be 
no apparent failure in the n gotiations be- 
cause both governments are engaged in 
pushing along the wave of Anglo-American 


friendship, and they are afraid that failure 


on the part of this commission might re- 
tard this friendship wave. 

It is impossible to say just what agree- 
ments have been reached, because each 
matter under consideration has more or 
less bearing upon every other matter, and 
concessions on on: point cannot be con- 
sidered binding until they are met by re- 
ciprocal concessions on some other point. 
Apparently the greater concessions have 
so far been made by the Canadians. They 
claim so at least, and the news leakings 
that have come from the meetings of the 
commission seem to bear out that claim. 


Indeed, the Canadians on the quiet com- 


plain rather bitterly that they have giv.n 
everything ang got nothing; and the pur- 
port of their declaration that they were 
through was that they did not propose to 
go back to Canada with a treaty confined 
to the matters upon which there had been 
tentative agreement up to that time. 
Politics Back of It. 

There is a good deal of politics back of 
alj this Canadian matter. Sir Wilfred Lau- 
rier was placed in power by a very narrow 
majority, and he has had almost constant 
troubles on his hands ever since he assum- 
ed the reins of the premiership. If he can 
go back to Canada with a substantial trea- 
ty in which the rights of his people are 
fully prdtected, he will stand a good chance 
of his government being upheld; but if he 
goes back there with a milk and water 
treaty giving the Americans the best of it 
all around, his political doom will be soon 
written. He would rather have no treaty 
at all than to have one which did not meet 
the approval of the great majority of his 
people, and indications for getting that 
have not up to this time seemed at all 
bright. 

The English manage these things well. 
Lord Herschell is chairman of the British 
end of the commission and Sir Wilfred 
Laurier is only a member. In the consid- 
eration of matters that have come before 
the body, Lord Herschell has been ever 
ready to give assurances that the imperial 
government is very anxious for a treaty, 
but he always adds that as these matters 
pertain @irectly to the Canadians, he will 
have to be influenced by the wishes of 
Sir Wilfred and his colleagues. In the case 
of failure, Sir Wilfred can go back to the 
Canadians and say that the treaty the 
Americans proposed was so manifestly un- 
just that even the imperial government— 
meaning, of course, Lord Herschell—could 
not indorse it. That will put him al) right 
with the people of Canada. Lord Herschell, 
on the other hand, can go back to England 
and say that the imperial government was 
very anxious to secure a treaty, but eould 
not ask the Canadians—meaning, of course, 
Sir Wilfred—to sacrifice their interests. 
Which is simply another case of playing 
both ends against the middle. 

If they were able to get a treaty satis- 
factory to them aij around, they could each 
claim credit for it. The chances are against 
any such result, however. There is every 
reason to think that the big game for 
which the British are playing is the control 
of the Lynn canal, and to secure such a 
change in the Alaskan boundary as would 
give them that, they would make sacrifices 
on every other point. But they are not 
going to get that.

TWELVE WORKING 


Sonate Has a Great Amount of

STRICT ATTENTION NEEDED. 


Important Measures Must Be Disposed 
of Before an Adjournment, 


APPROPRIATION BILLS ARE HANGING 


Senators Will Have Little Time for 
Anything but Hard Work if an 
Early Extra Session of That 
Body Is To Be 
Avoided. 


Washington, February 19.—This week will 
be a busy one in the senate. With only 
twelve days of the session left, all senators 
appreciate the necessity of very strict 
and close attention to business in order to 
get through the bills which all admit must 
become laws in order to prevent an extra 
session of congress. 

Very rarely has it occurred that there 
have been so many important méasures on 
the senate calendar so short a time before 
the final adjournment of the last session 
of congress. There are, however, only 
comparatively few of these bills outside the 
appropriation bills which must necessarily 
be acted upon before adjournment, and if 
the senate disposes of these with the same 
facility that it has used in getting rid of 
other important bills during the past we:k 


’ the session will be closed up in good order 


and with time to spare. 

The army reorganization bill ang the 
census bill are in reality the-only two 
measures aside from the appropriation bills 
upon which final action would seem to be 
absolutely necessary. The census bill has 
passed both houses of congress and is now 
in conference and is reasonably sure of 
enactm:nt in some shape. The army bill is 
yet to receive the attention of the senate. 
Other measures which will be pressed to a 
certain extent are the Alaskan code Dill, 
the Hawaiian territorial organization bill 
and various other bills pertaining to Ha- 
waii, 

A contest over the army bill, which was 
promised for last week, was postponed un- 
til the present week, largely because the 
storm. of the first days of the week prevent- 
ed consideration of the bill by the military 
committee. 

Senator Hawley, chairman of the com- 
mittee on military affairs, have given no- 
tice that he will seek to have the bill taken 
-up for consideration immediately after the. 
disposal of the routine business Monday 
morning. He will first ask for unanimous 
consent to take the bill up, and if this is 
refused wil] make a motion to this effect. 
There is no probability that the bil] will not 
be taken up, as the democrats as well as 
the republicans concede the necessity for 
some legislation increasing the army to 
cover the present emergency. 

Compromise Seems Improbable. 

With the bill once before the senate, Sen- 
ator Cockrell will proceed to give the rea- 
sons of the opposition to a permanent in- 
crease in the army, and he will be follow- 
ed by other senators in the opposition go 
long as a disposition is manifested to 
abandon at least some portions of the 
house bill. 

The vital point of difference between the 
two sides of the chamber is the duration 
of time in which the increase of the army is 
to be made. The republicans demand that 
it shall be permanent and the democrats 
refuse to make it more than temporary. 
The latter declare that they will not aban- 
don this position and say that whatever 
is done ‘must be done with this under- 
standing. Some of the friends of the bill 
have suggested the acceptance of the Hull 
bill with an amendment making the in- 
crease for only a specified time, but the 
democrats generally manifest a disposition 
not to accept this change, as they say it 
would leave the way open for the republi- 
cans to get the legislation they want in the 
next congress by repealing the temporary 
provision. So far no tangible basis for a 
‘compromise has-been suggested on either 
side, but some of the influential members of 
the senate are working to that end and the 
prediction is freely .made that they will 
succeed before the close of the session. It 
has never been supposed that any com- 
“Mon ground would be found unti] the cham- 
pions on the two sides should have an op- 
portunity to test the metal of each other’s 
weapons. This opportunity will come Mon- 
day, and it is expected that on Tuesday a 
chance will be found for a conference look- 
ing to an agreement. This opportunity will 
be afforded by taking up the river and har- 
bor bill, if present plans are carried irito 
effect. 


Postoffice and River and Harbor Bill. 
Of the supply bills, the senate now has 
before it only the postoffice appropriation 
bill:and the river andihharbor bill. Of these 
the postoffice bill has received partial at- 
tention, and the river and harbor bill none. 
It is expected that the sundry ¢ivi) bill will 
be report:d late in the week. The river and 
harbor bill will probably arouse consid- 
erable discussion, and there will be an 
effort to defeat the Nicaragua canal 
amendment on a point of order. 

There are still four important appropria- 
tion bills, namely, the naval, army, forti- 
fications and deficiency bills, which have 
not yet been received from the house of 
representatives, 

Senator Cullom says he will make an ef- 
fort to get up the genera! pill providing a 
government for Hawaii, but the chances of 
success are very slim. Senator Fairbanks 
will also undertake to call up the bill ex- 
tending the anti-contract labor laws to 
Hawali. There may be an effort to amend 
this measure, and it also may fail. 

Senator Carter will continue to pr-ss the 
Alaskan bill whenever opportunity affords. 
The Sampson-Schley controversy will al- 
most certainly come up in executive ses- 
sion.

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FACTIONS FIGHT EACH OTHER 
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Enormous Crowd Makes Demonstration 
in Favor of Emile Lola 


THE BOWAPARTISTS COME. TOGETHER 


Press Is Badly Divided, and While 
Some of the Papers Strongly Abuse 
the New Executive, Others 
Rejoice Loudly Over 
His Election. 


Paris, February 19.—Police measures for 
the maintenance of order have been taken 
on an extensive scale, and the city is 
quiet. 

Toward 7 o’clock demonstrations occurred 
in front of the office of The Journal du 
Peuple for and against Loubet. 

There was a collision between the rival 
factions and several persons were injured. 
The partisans of the newly-elected presi- 
dent were worsted’ in the conflict and moved 
off to the Cafe Brebant, where they were 
again attacked and dispersed by their oppo- 
nents. Many arrests were made. 

Similar encounters occurred at about 9 
o’clock at the offices of The Libre Parole, 
and more serious disorders at the Brass 
Erie Maxeville on the Boulevard Mont- 
martre, where. several women were tram- 
pled upon and injured. A fracas also took 
Piace at the Cafe des Panoramas, where 
blows were freely exchanged. In both cases 
the police intervened energetically, arrest- 
ing many. 

At 11 o’clock an enormous crowd was 
demonstrating in favor of M. Zola. Toward 
midnight crowds broke the windows of the 
Rothschilds offices in the Rue laFitte, and 
another group wrecked the offices of the 
Anti-Juif. Minor disturbances took plac; in 
the various parts of the city, but the 
crowds gradually dispersed, and at mid- 
night quietude had been almost restored. 

In the course of the demonstrations the 
Dreyfusards attempted to invade the offices 
of The Petite Journal. Finding the doors

M. Loubet is receiving a host of con- 

gratulatory telegrams. The Temps rejoices 
in' his election as ‘the best possible choice.” 
The Journal des Debats, which is more 
guarded, will wait to see him actually at 
work. The Liberte exhorts him to relieve 
the impression that he was elected in the 
interests of Dreyfus. It is estimated that 
20,000 persons viewed M. Faure’s body on 
Saturday. The family of the dead prest- 
dent spent some time in the présence of 
the body today, prior to the touching cere- 
mony of placing the remains in the coffin, 
which took place at noon. M. Dupuy stood 
at the foot of the catafalque while the 
deceased's household. marched in and took 
up a position behind the premier. MM. 
Berge, Le Gall and Blondel were also 
present. 
' With tears in his eyes, M. Berge cut a 
few locks of hair from M. Faure’s head an@ 
kissed his left hand, an example which was 
followed by M. Le Gali and M. Blondel. 
Four mutes then gently raisd@ tthe 
body and placed it within the coffin, which 
was inclosed in a leaden shell, the cover 
of which was soldered down, leaving a glass 
covered aperture through which the face of 
the dea@ president is visible. 

Upon the silver plate on the casket ts a 
simple inscription which describes the de- 
ceased as president of the republic and mas- 
ter of the Legion of Honor, and gives the 
dates of his birfh and death. After the 
ceremony of coffining the remains was com- 
pleted, the casket was replaced upon the 
catafalque and the public was again ad- 
mitted to review the remains.

Winner Had 2192 Miles to His Credit 
When This Came About, 


AARONSON CAME IN FOR SECOND PLAGE 


Twelve Men Finished the Great Strug- 
gle and Were Pushed Along 
All Day Sunday by an En- 
thusiastic Crowd of 
Admirers. 


San Francisco, February 19.—No men ever 
more heartily welcomed the approaching 
close of a contest than the dozen remain- 
ing contestants in the international six-day 
race at Mechanics pavilion when at 6 
o’clock ‘tonight they entered upon the last 
half dozen hours of a remarkable test of 
endyrance. 

Nothing but the nearness of the finish and 
the stimulus of a cheering crowd could have 
kept the men at their task. 

Human endurance had reached the point 
where reason deserts the body and total 
collapse was imminent. Miller deserves 
hig victory and his record will probably 
stand for years to come, No previous con- 
test has been so stubbornly fought from 
start to finish and jo similar number of 
men ‘have shown such wonderful pluck 
and endurance. Crowds that almost rivaled 
those in attendance at the closing hours 
of the Madison square contest last De- 
cember remained in the big pavilion 
throughout Saturday night and Sunday. 

It was a noisy but sympathetic crowd, 
urging and encouraging each rider in turn. 
There was plenty of enthusiasm, too, when 
Miller, at the end of the 127th hour, rode 
his two’ thousandth mile in 2:25 3-5 un- 
paced. At 6:30 o’clock this morning Miller 
was 14 hours 9 minutes ahead of his New 
York record. As the day wore on sprint- 
ing became infrequent except in the cases 


of Nawn and Barnaby, who were repeat- | 


edly charged with energy by an electric 
battery and came out to exhaust their 
charges. in a ‘wild sprint. 

The fight of the last half dozen hours 
has been between Fredericks and Aaronson 
for secend place. For a time it seemed 
as if Fredericks would succeed in overhaul- 
ing the Swedish rider, but with ‘the assist- 
ance of Julius’s pacing, Aaronson made a 
game ride throughout the afternoon and 
evening and about 7 o’clock apparently had 
second place to a certainty. 

Gimm went down the line today, dropping 
mile after mile to Aaronson and Freder- 
icks. Gimm was unable to overcome his 
physical weakness, though he tried hard 
to do so. 

Hale was in bad shape mentally all day. 
He imagined himself riding to San Jose. 
His physical condition was good, however, 
and he kept steadily at work. 

All through Saturday night and Sunday 
the poor, ‘tired fellows, jaded and worn, 
with drawn faces and staring eyes, circled 
the track, sometimes at a snail’s pace and 
then ugain under the influence of inspiring 
marches by the band and the urging of 
friendly voices encouraging them to “hurry 
up, old man,” or “you're all right,” the 
riders would increase their speed for a few 
laps and ther drop back into the old rut. 
Hallucinations haunted ‘the ¢ired brains of 
mest of the contestants at frequent inter- 
vals and their vagaries presented humorous 
phases -that were at once grim and pit- 
lable.

FIRE. IN A WISCONSIN TOWN. 


Chair Factory Burns with Other Build- 
ings Valued at $350,000. 

Port Washington, Wis., February 19.— 
Fire, which started tonight in the dry kilns 
vf the Wisconsin chair factory, reduced 
that plant. to ashes, and up to 1:8 o'clock 
is still spreading. The loss to the chair 
factory is $350,000; insured for about 90 per 
cent, 

The plant of the chair factory covers 
about three blocks and employs about 600 
hands. 

At la. m. the Wilson house, the largest 
hotel in town, caught fire. The flames 
leaped across the river to an unoccupied 
foundry formerly operated by the West- 
ern Malleable Iron Company, and soon re- 
duced it to ashes. 

A row of business establishments on 
Main and Franklin streets were burned, It 
is believed the flames will be confined to 


the section now afire. 


NEWSPAPERS DAMAGED BY FIRE 


German Gazette and Evening Telegram 
in New Orleans Scorched. 

New Orleans, February 19.—At midnight 
fire originated in the linotype room of The 
German Gazette and Evening Telegram 
building and gutted the structure, westroy- 
ing two presses and much material. 

The paper warehouse of C. Palmer Com- 
pany and the Platt grocery were also dam- 
aged, mostly by water. The loss will reach 
$60,000, about half covered by insurance.

ALGER INTERESTED 


INTHE ARMY BILL 


War Department Issued a State- 
ment for the Public, 


CONGRESSMAN MAY SEE IT 


Two Measures Ate Now Pending Before 
the Senate for Action 


BOTH «= ARE = HANDLED 


FULLY 


Secretary of the Department Shows an 
Anxiety and Presents His Views 
to Senators and Representa- 
tives, Who Will Act on 
the Bill Today. 


Washington, February 19.—The following 
Statement from the war department on 
pending army legislation and the needs of 
the service was issued today with a request 
for its publication: 

“On Monday the senate will take up what 
is now conceded to be the most important 
subject before congress—the reorganization 
of the regular army. The military commit- 
tee had submitted two bills for its considera- 
tion. One of these, the house bill (known as 
the Hull bill) is reported with but few 
amendments by its chairman, Senator Haw- 
ley, an expert in matters relating to mili- 
tary organization. It hus been perfected by 
the committee, inchiding the democratic 
members, in several partioulars the most 
noteworthy and valuable being, perhaps, 
the provision increasing the corps of ca- 
dets by one hiundred and insuring an ade- 
quate source of supply for vacant second 
liewtenancies. The measure preserves the 
present organization and slightly strength- 
ens the cavalry, augments the artillery and 
organizes that arm on a scientific, basis 
suited to our conditions, gives to the infan- 
try the much-needed three battalion organ--. 
ization, and makes only such additions to 
the staff as are absolutely indispensable. 
Under its provisions, entrance to any 
branch of the army cannot be obtained un- 
til after the candidate for a commission has 
demonstrated his fitness for it to the satis--. 
faction of a competent examiningy beard. 
There is a clause empowering the president 
to extend or contract the enlisted gtrength 
according to the necessities of thg@ gountry, 
providing for the first time a scheiie adopt- 
ed a long time since for the mg@ern Buro- 
pean military systems. |

army of Cuba, the army of Porto Rice and 
the army of the islands of the Pacific, to 
be composed of the inhabitants of such 
islands. 

“No organization is provided in the bill 
for this force, nor does it determine what 
relation it shall sustain toward the perma- 
nent military establishment of the United 
States, and no professional, educational or 
other test is prescribed for the persons who 
are to officer it. The bill does not provide 
+} for any additional general officers, greatly 
needed in the administration of affairs in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, It 
would leave the army as now organized 
with but three major generals and sjx 
brigadier generals which allows but one 
general officer for each of the military de- 
partments in the United States and one for 
commanding general of the army. Cuba 
now constitutes a military division com- 
manded by a major,\general and moreover 
comprises six militaky departments com- 
manded by general officers of volunteers. In 
Porto Rico there is a necessity for at least — 
one general officer and in the Philippines 
for the general officers required for an ar- 
my corps, so that if Senator Cockrell’s 
bill should become law it would leave the 
army deficient not only in enlisted force, 
but without any general officers to admin- 
ister the important duties now devolving 
upon the government. Moreover, the bill 
fails to make any provision for the increase 
in the genéral staff, which is urgently called 
for by the necessities of the situation in 
our new possessiors. 

Trained Staff Officers Wanted. 

“The criticism that has been passed upon 
the department has been the absence of guf- 
ficiently trained staff officers. The Cockrell 
amendment would perpetuate this alleged 


lameness. 
“Should his bil be passed into law, 
adjutant, the inspector, quartermaster, sub- 
sistence, medical and pay departments 
would be left with only the bare skeleton 
of the staff organizations that we have had 
for the administering of affairs in the Uni- 


the 


ted States previous to the declaration of 
war with Spain. 

“The returns of the war department show 
the strength of the regular army at this 
time to be only a few less than &,000 en- 
listed men. Of jhese there are nearly 14,000 
in Cuba and a ike number in or en route 
to the Philippines; and in Porto Rico 4,5%6, 
leaving the total enlisted men of the regular 
army in the United States 4,000. Of these 
6,000 are held in readiness for dispatch 
re-enforee the army at Manila. This would 
ieave the total enlisted strength of the 4f- 
my within the United States less than 13,00, 
or nearly 4,000 less than is necessary to fur- 
nish a single relief to man the guus now on 
our seacoast fortifications. It would compel 
the abandonment of all our posts in the in- 
terior, would strip the Indian country of 
troops and leave none to supply the require- 
ments of an exigent condition. 

“The Hawley bill fixes the permanent 
military establishment at the minimum of 
9,000, a force that is smaller in proportion 
to the wealth and population of the country 
than fixed by any other congress. 

“The passage of the Cockrell bill would

FEW "COUNTRY PEOPLE COME TO TOWN 


People Anxious To Vote on the Bond 
Issue—Court Trials To Take Place 
This Week—Other News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga:, February 19.—Macon will soon be 
without soldiers. Only two regiments are 
now stationed here and they ate under mus- 
ter out orders. The mustering out officers 
have been at work for the past two weeks 
with the two regiments and still have not 
completed their work. The Seventh immunes 
will be mustered out on the Ist of March, 
while the Tenth will be retained in the 
service until the 9th. 

These two regiments were the first to ar- 
rive in Macon and up until a few days ago 
were very orderly. They caused the trouble 
which came near ending in a race riot sev- 
eral days ago and since that time they have 
not been popular with the people. 

During the past six months over 8,000 sol- 
diers have been camped in the city and the 
excellent order that was kept during that 
time was remarkable. No trouble occurred 
until the two immune regiments interfered 
with the policemen last week and the Sec- 
ond Ohio robbing the merchants of the 
city who carried goods out to the camps 
to sell. 

The city has shown much hospitality to 
the soldiers here and the numerous ad- 
vantages of the town show that it would be 
an excellent place for a permanent camp. 
The representatives in congress have not 
given up the hope yet of.securing a perma- 
nent post and such a move may yet be ac- 
complished. Letters received in the city sev- 
eral duys ago stated that while it might 
not be possible fr the bill to go through 
at this sessicn that it would probably pass 
at the next. 

Struggle with Desperado. 

Policeman Lawson had a desperate strug- 
gle with a negro named Green Frankiin, 
in Tybee, a colored settlement, Lawson 
started to arrest Franklin for disorderiy 
conduct. Franklin resisted and in &he tus- 
sel Lawson slipped and fell. Frankiin 
snatched Lawson's club from him and 
struck him a severe blow on the head. He 
then threw the club at him and ran. Law- 
eon fired at Franklin several times while 
Franklin was running. Franklin was seen 
to fall twice as if hit. He succeeded in 
getting away, however. 

It is reported that Franklin was shot 
once in the side and also in the foot.

Ray’s immunes will be here some time 
next month to be mustered out. The men of 
this regiment are mainly from the country 
around the city, and the Third has been 
frequently termed a Macon regiment. On 
the return here they will probably be lo- 
cated at the camp recently vacated by the 
Third engineers. This camp has been re- 
garded as the best of any volunteer regi- 
ment in the country and as Colonel Ray 
will have the choice of places, it is thought 
that he will select Camp Fornance. 

A report to the effect that the immunes 
would be mustered out in Savannah has 
been circulated throughout the state. This 
is untrue, however, as a telegram received 
in the city a few days ago from Senator 
Bacon stated that the men _ wouid be 
brought here about the Ist or 15th of March 
and that they would be mustered out here. 
Since the telegram was received no orders 
have been issued to the contrary. Another 
reason that the regiment will probably be 
mustered out here is that a majority of the 
men live near Macon or in the adjoining 
counties and it is the policy of the govern- 
ment to muster the men out as near home 
as possible. 

When the regiment arrives here they will 
be given a great ovation by the people of 
the city. 

At Camp Haskell. 

For the first time since the negro soldiers 
have been here a large crowd of white 
people were at their camps this afternoon. 
A regular dress parade was given by the 
Tenth immunes. The negroes showed that 
they could drill when they want to and 
the drfil this afternoon was equal to that 
of any of the volunteer regiments. 

The full regiment was out on parade, 
which will probably be the last given here, 
as it is understood that their guns will be 
taken in next week. 

At the Jail. 

There are forty prisoners now confined in 
the Bibb county jail. All classes of crimi- 
nals are to be found from the murderer to 
the stealer of a door key. 

During the recent cold weather, none of 
the prisoners suffered.

named will yield a good crop this year des- 
pite the alarm occasioned by the freeze. 
Mr. W. W. Hooks, who has an extensive 
orchard near the city, says he will have 
plenty of old white English peaches as 
well as other varieties. He carefully ex- 
amined his trees Saturday morning and 
is confident that the old-fashioned varieties 
have not been injured and will yield a fair 
crop, 

Fewer mules and less guano have been 
sold in Americus up to date than ever be- 
fore known. Only one carload of inules 
has been shipped here this season, and 
few farmers seem disposed to invest in 
stock to any great extent. A few carlouds 
of guano have becn shipped here, but the 
quantity purchased by farmers is very far 
short of the usual amount, and where for- 
merly hundreds of wagon loads have been 
hauled out at this date only an occasional 
wagon is now seen. Farmers are terribly 
behind with work of all kinds. No plowing 
has been done on account of the coriinued 
rains since Christmae, and -nany of them 
will now be compelled to curtail the acreage 
planted very considerably. Nearly the en- 
tire oat crop in this county was killed by 
Tuesday’s freeze and all farmers who can 
get seed oats will replant as soon as they 
can plow the wet land.

BANKED FIRES 


Scarcity of Coal Is Delaying Work in 
Alabama. 


HEAVY ORDERS FOR PIG IRON 


But It May Be a Week Before Works 
Will Start. 


BIRMINGHAM CARNIVAL SOCIETY TO MEET 


To Discuss Future Celebrations—Ca- 
haba Bridge Disaster Cases To 
Come Up in Court. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 19.—(Spe- 
cial.\—The production of pig iron in this 
district has been cut down quite a bit 
by’ the furnaces banking their fires on 
account of a scarcity of coke and coal. 
The Oxmoor furnace, three furnaces at 
Bessemer and also furnaces at Ensley City 
have their fires banked and no iron is he- 
ing made. Each day that the furnaces 
are idle cuts the production down consid- 
erably. The furnaces are making more 
than 175 tons of pig iron a day, and with 
five of them out of blast it can be easily 
figured as to the amount of pig iron that 
will be missed. The demand for the prod- 
uct is exceedingly brisk and orders ore 
on the books of the various companies 
which will be shipped on for at least four 
or five months more yet. The export trade 
is just as active as it has been and the 
great advance in iron is being given by 
the foreign buyers as well as by the local 
purchasers. The cut in the production is 
likely to advance the market some again. 
Local purchasers have to pay an advance 
in freight rates of 530 cents per ton, while 
foreign buyers pay the advance to the fur- 
nacemen. The furnaces with fires banked 
do not look for &ny change within a week, 
though more coke ovens have just been 
put in blast and the Semet-Soivay by-prod- 
uct concern at Ensley has begun operation 
again and will in a day or two now be 
supplying as much coke as they ever 
did. 

May Be in April. : 

At the meeting of the Birmingham Carni- 
val Society to be held tomorrow evening 
the matter of future celebrations will come 
up. If it should be decided to have cele- 
brations in the future, officers for the en- 
suing term will be elected. The date of 
the postponed carnivai will come un.

STRONG PRAISE FOR ATLANTA 


A Large Congregation Attends the 
Sunday Morning Services. 


A SYNOPSIS OF THE SERMON LAST NIGHT 


The Police, Firemen, Sanitary Depart- 
ment and Newspapers Are Spoxen 
of in Highest Terms. 


Dr. Charles P. Williamson delivered an 
exceptionally able sermon yesterday morn- 
ing at the Christian church. He dispensed 
with a scriptural text and taking for the 


of Atlanta,’”’ 

His remarks were prefaced 
statement that unfortunately a dark 
well ag a bright side to all things existed. 
We were compelled to see both of them, 
and some seemed too prone to disregard the 
good and to continually picture the bad 
in all its naked hideousness. As long as 
the world should iast good and evil must 
exist. It was wrong to close our eyes to 
either—it was certainly wrong to deny to 
the existence of good by continually calling 
attention to the bad. 

The faults of Atlanta, the crime and 
hideousness of the dark side, is the never- 
ending theme of some people. In contin- 
ually decrying the evil they eventually lose 
sight of the good. 

Dr. Williamson said that Atlanta had 
her bright side. No one but a confirmed 
misanthrope could fail to see it. He paid 
a glowing tribute to the progressiveness of 
the city and said that the future held great 
things in store for her. Dring the course 
of hig remarks he complimented the po- 
lice and fire departments, the sanitary 
force, the schools, the different charities, 
the newspapers and the Atlanta Business 


League, 

Altogether, the sermon was one of the 
most thoroughly eulogistic that has ever 
been delivered in the city. After the service 
Dr. Williamson received many congratula- 
tions by members of the congregation. 
Following are some extracts from the ser- 
mon: 

“Tf it is a sin to look on the bright side 
of things, [| am a great sinner. I love 
light so much better than darkness. I love 
joy so much more than | do gloom. Sun- 
shine is so much more attractive to me 
than shades and darkness that I. some- 
times fear I am losing my eyesight for 
things bad and getting color blind in one 
eye. It is not wise, however, to fail to see 
both sides; for there are two sides, and 
yet I often feel that the best way to 
banish darkness is to turn on the light and 
to overcome evil by enlarging and intensi- 
fying good, 

‘‘There is a dark side to Atlanta. It must 
be fearfully dark. There are many who 
show it up, and ofttimes do it with seeming 
delight. | may be pardoned for looking 
with you for a while on its bright side. 

“Atlanta is wide awake, a progressive and 
a catchy city—if I may use the term. There 
is something in her atmosphere which 
makes her citizens wave their hats and 
cry out her praises. She is said to be the 
best advertised city of its s.ze in this great 
country, and her citizens are all enthusias- 
tic for whatever will build her up. This is 
largely the secret of her success. Her re- 
cently acquired Young Men’s Business Club 
promises great things for her material 
prosperity in the future. This is a basis 
on which we may safely build, I think. 

“Hee police, sanitary and fire depart- 
ments are efficient. Her police are brave, 
cuurteous, intell:gent and unswerving in 
the performance of duty. The cleanliness 
of Atlanta bespeaks eloquently for the 
painstaking work of the sanitary depart- 
ment. The Atlanta firemen are a splendid 
body of young men who take a personal 
pride in the performance of perilous duty 
and do not work for. for mere gain. 

“Atlanta’s public schoois are, with a few 
exceptions, the finest in the entire country. 
The time will surely come when we can 
point to them as being the peer of any in 
the United States. The great good they 
are now doing is inestimable, 

“Too much cannot be said in praise of 
the daily press of this city. The two dally 
papers, The Constitution and The Journal, 
are ever on he side of right. A paper can 
almost invariably be judged by its editorial 
page. Both uphold the majesty of the law, 
fiercely decry crime and iniquity of all 
kinds and are ed.ted by men of vast cul- 
ture.

Dr. George H. Stone, Savannah, (a. 


Savannah, Ga., February 19.—(Special.)— 
Dr. George H. Stone, one of Savannah's 
most prominent and best known physicians, 
died about 4 o'clock this afternoon, as the 
resu.t of heart failure. Dr. Stone had been 
in bad health for more than a year, as a 
result of a complication of kidney and 
heart troubles. He had been seriously ill 
for only a short time prior to his death. Dr. 
Stone was born in Albion, N. Y., and was 
fifty-five years old. He was well known in 
Atlanta, where for some ‘months in the 
summer of 1897 he represented Savannah 
as a sort of special quarantine officer dur- 
ing the yeliow fever epidemic in ‘Mississippi 
and Alabama. He also made a tour of 
those states for the city prior to the declar- 
ation of quarantine against them. In ad- 
dition to this, Dr. Stone was looked upon 
as one of the heroes of the yellow fever 
epidemic of 1876 in this city. He rematned 
here and administered to the sick during 
the entire epidemic, contracting the disease 
himself, from which he came near dying at 
the time. Dr. Stone’s wife and two married 
daughters survive him.

This Mr. Low returns to the 
subject inthe February issue of The Na- 
tional Review and deals with the matter 
in a style which, while it would not be 
out of place in a second-class newspa- 
per, would hardly be tolerated in the 
pages of a reputable American maga- 
zine. 

It seems that The Washington Post 
Was also led to comment on the igno- 
rance of Mr. Low. ‘To that paper he 
first pays his respects, and then he poun- 
ces upon The Constitution. One would 
suppose that, having been challenged as 
to the accuracy of his assertion, he would 
proceed to overwhelm his critics, not 
with words but with facts; but he does 
nothing of the kind. He basks in the 
beams of his ignorance, and is irritated 
because other people do not enjoy the 
spectacle. He- repeats what he said 
before, but produces ndt a single fact 
on which to base his assertions. 

He declares that his critics are ‘‘men- 
dacious,” and he asserts that the south- 
ern people in the treatment of the negro 
are actuated by “the same spirit which 
made the athletic Brooks assault the 
feehle.Sumner.”  “‘Scratch a southern- 
er,” he insists, “and you will find a ne- 
€r0liater,"" and he repeats hig statement 
‘that twelve negroes were massacred in 
cold blood at ‘Wilmington. He refers 
to the statements made by The Consti- 
tution as “twaddle,” and mendaciously 
asserts that “The Constitution does not 
deny that negroes were murdered at 
Wilmington.” What The Constitution 
did say was that the negroes, deceived 
by their political leaders, were induced 
to arm themselves and make other dem- 
onstrations against the whites, and that 
as the result of a street fusilade, in 
which the first shot was fired by the 
negroes, a number of the blacks were 
killed. ‘‘Always the same old excuse,” 
says Mr. Low, “always the same old 
lie.” This in the pages of a magazine 
which is supposed to appeal to the rea- 
son and judgement of its readers. 

Well, The Constitution has no desire 
to bandy epithets with Mr. Low. We 
have not even said, as he intimates, that 
he is either a knave or an ignoramus. 
What we did say, however, was that he 
is ignorant of the situation in the south, 
ignorant of conditions, and therefore 
incapable of interpreting the sentiments 
of the southern people. But this does 
not imply that he is an ignoramus, We 
think, indeed, that he igs ill-informed on 
American affairs generally, but we do 
not think he is an ignoramus. 

On the other hand, we do not think 
he stands on a very high intellectual 
plane. No man who allows his preju- 
dices and his prepossessions to stick out 
so viciously—no man who is narrow 
minded and one-sided, can be described 
as a marvel of intellect. We shall not 
trouble ourselves to discuss Mr. Loéw’s 
assumptions or controvert his state- 
ments. That we have already done on 
a former occasion; but it would not 
have been done then if we had known 
what manner of man we were dealing 
with. 

In his last effusion he gives us his 
measure and we are content to have it as 
itis. We have no doubt that-all ‘intel- 
ligent men who read his curious retort 
will perceive fits animus, and so ab- 
sorb the antidote with the poison. We

The Humorist of the Administration. 

If Postmaster General Smith’s Bos- 
ton speech were not such a long one, 
it would entitle him to become an hon- 
orary member of the Association of 
Funny Paragraphers. Mr. Smith says 
that ‘‘the first mission of the McKinley 
administration was to re-establish indus- 
trial stability and business activity.” 
Then, at once an extra session of con- 
gress was called, the Dingley tariff bill 
became a law, and now, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, behold the result! 

Yes, indeed; behold it—examine it— 
put it under the glass. According to 
Mr. Smith, the Dingley law did it. Ac- 
cording to the organ of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Club in Mr. Smith’s own city, the 
tariff law has had no more effect on the 
situation than the flight of a bird has on 
the motion of the earth. And the state- 
ment is justified by the facts. The tariff 
was to raise wages and prices. But 
Wages were cut down on all sides after 
the Dingley bill became a law and prices 
were so low during the past twelve 
months that our manufacturers could 
compete with foreigners in the foreign 
markets. | 

It wag due to these facts that the pro- 
tectionist organ of Philadelphia was 
moved to suggest that the tariff had be- 
come somewhat antiquated, and that 
manufacturers instead of worrying. about 
the home market, were invading for- 
eign markets. Some years ago, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, who is a maxim maker 
on a small scale, declared that “‘a cheap 
coat means a cheap man.” ‘The Phila- 
delphia organ referred to this maxim. 
declared that it had ceased to be true. 
and intimated that low wages and cheap 
goods had given the tariff delusion a 
hard blow between its sightless eyes: 

It seems fifty years ago when Mr. 
McKinley, in the friendly shade of his 
front porch, was declaring to the vari- 
ous “round ups” of patriots, who came 
in trainload lots to hear him, that a 
protective tariff would raise prices and 
wages, and give the farmers of the coun- 
try new markets for their products. Yet 
the statement was made, not fifty, but 
only a little more than two years ago. 
Today, we/Venture to say, it would be 
difficult to find an intelligent man in the 
country who honestly believes that the 
tariff ever did raise wages or give the 
farmer wider markets for his products. 

Recently there has been a smail but 

distinct rise in general prices, and the 
result has already made itself felt in the 
exports for January. There has been 
a falling off. We cannot have a large 
export trade unless our producers can 
undérsell all their competitors in for- 
-eign' markets: We cannot undersel! in 
foreign markets while prices here are 
above the level of those in Europe. Con- 
sequently, if we are to continue to in- 
crease our export trade, both prices and 
wages here must remain lower than 
those of Europe. 
We are willing for those who figure 
out prosperity as the result of these 
conditions to continue to do so; but. 
just at present, we must be excused for 
failing to see what is not to be seen. 
Meanwhile, the whole country is to be 
congratulated ‘on the disappearance of 
the tariff delusion. ‘The postmaster 
general is the only man in the country 
who sticks to it, and those who know 
the humorous side of his nature will 
not be willing to deprive him of his 
joke at the expense of the Bostonese. 


The President on the Currency. 

The speech of President McKinley in 
Boston, in which he referred to the cur- 
rency question, shows a strange depart- 
ure from the platform upon which he 
was elected. 

In that speech the president felicitates 
the country that we are fast going from 
a debtor to a creditor nation, and then 
he declares that— 

“There is no longer fear of debased 
currency. It has been rapidly dispelled. 
The highest and best standard recog- 
nized by the leading commercial nations 
has been maintained, and it has been 
done without a resort to loans. The 
cause of sound money has advanced in 
the last two years. Honest finance has 
made positive gain. I do not think we 
quite appreciate yet the full measure of 
its scheme. Both branches of congress 
on the 4th of March next will have an 
unquestioned majority opposed to any 
demoralization of our currency and com- 
mitted to uphold the world’s standard.” 

While it may not be necessary to re- 
fer to the fact that President McKinley 
voted for this demoralization of the cur- 
rency but a few years ago, it is well to 
pay some attention to his felicitation 
that the next congress “is committed to 
uphold the world’s standard.” ‘While 
the president does not use the direct 
words, yet it is well known that he 
means the gold standard. 

During the campaign leading up to 
the election of 1896 Major McKinley was 
very much afraid of this money ques- 
tion, and when the St. Louis convention 
met almost all the republican leaders 
were equally loquacious in declaring 
their opposition to an exclusive gold 
standard. They went to great pains to 
explain that their trie position was a 
fear that an independent effort to reach 
bimetallism would result in business 
disaster, and that in order to avoid this 
disaster, they were in favorof that 
old gag so freely used by Mr. Cleveland 
— ‘an international agreement.” When 
the republican platform was finally 
adopted, it was in this shape, and thus 
some hundreds of thousands of voters 
were bunkoed into voting the republic- 
an ticket, upon the assurance that its 
success meant a decided effort to bring 
about a national agreement. 

The world is some older now than it 
was in 1896, but to this day President 
McKinley has failed to bring about that 
international agreement, and it has been 
left to the speech just quoted, in which

| CARNEGIE WRITES TO 
CAPTAIN E. C. MURPHY 


“Andrew Carnegie’s rapid rise from a 
position of comparative obscurity to a 
conspicuous place in the financial affairs 
of the world was only the fulfillment of a 
popular prediction made by his compan- 
ions and acquaintances of forty years 
ago.’’ 

The remark was made by Captain E. C. 
Murphy, who knew the multi-millionaire 
in the days when both were young men 
barely out of their teens—just at that time 
of .life when a man begins to show the 
first evidences of what his future character 
will be. 

From the years between 1854 and 1858 Cap- 
tain Murphy was an apprentice in the 
shops of the Pennsylvania and Erie rail- 


Carnegie, who was a youth of twenty or 
thereabouts, was the bookkeeper and tele- 
graph operator in the office of Thomas 
Scott, then superintendent of the western 
division of the road and afterwards presi- 
dent. 
negie was constantly in close contact with 
Superintendent Scott and Master Mechanic 
Grier. He Kept the time of some 200 me- 
chanics employed in the shops, and the 
money for their weekly wages all passed 
through his hands. 

“Yes,” continued Captain Murphy, “I re- 
member Carnegie well, At the time of our 
first meeting, back in 1854, he was about 
twenty years of age, and was a ruddy- 
cheeked, bright-eyed youth of slender build. 
As I remember him the most distinguish- 
ing thing about his personal appearance 
was a finely modeled head—a head indica- 
tive of excellent judgment and indomitable 
steadfastness of purpose. 

“On the way to our work each morning 
we passed through the office occupied by 
Carnegie. He was always busy—either 
with the details of his own work or in 
consultation with Superintendent Scott and 
Master Mechanic Grier. He was very ap- 
proachable and always had something 
pleasant to say to the men as they went 
to and from work. 

‘This constant application to work, his 
studious habits and his mature ways caused 
him to be the subject of a good deal of 
comment among the mechanics in the shop 
when they were off duty at lunch hour. 
‘Brainy Little Andy’ he was dubbed, and 
it was the general opinion that he would 
be heard from before many years. 

“Prequently Carnegie never left the office 
at the dinner hour. In the morning he 
would*bring a book of some kind with him, 
and this would engross his attention all 
during the noon hour when the other young 
men were either idly chatting or amusing 
themselves in the various ways that young 
men generally do when at leisure. 

“Speaking of books, Carnegie was a great 
reader, and he read the class of books 
that would be of after benefit to him. I 
know of several instances where he has 
walked a distance of two miles to borrow 
a volume from a lawyer, Anderson, who 
had quite an extensive library, and who 
encouraged studious habits in the young 
man by lending him books whenever he 
wanted them. 

“Pittsburg, at the time I speak of, was 
a community which indulged very little in 
social amusements or dissipation. Work 
seemed to be the all-absorbing thought of 
every one. Still, many of Carnegie’s friends 


ments of various kinds. If Carnegie ever 
indulged in any of them I am not aware 
of the fact. He seemed to regard all of 
his epare time as pledged to the improve- 
ment of his mind, 

“‘Work seemed to be a pleasure to him. 
He was always looking out for some emer- 
gency, and the emergency never found him 
unequal to If. Most young men will per- 
form uncomplainingly the special duties 
allotted to them, but will object strenu- 
ously to any additional work being placed 
on their shoulders. This was not the case 
with ‘Little Andy;’ he would finish his cwn 
work and then reach out for more. One 
instance I remember particularly: A bad 
wreck on the road occurred some five miles 
below Johnstown. The duties of looking 
after the wrecking crew and sending the 
necessary telegrams did not devolve upon 
Carnegie, but ‘the pitched in and worked 
like a Trojan until far into the night. 

‘Decision of character was one of his 
marked characteristics. When he said ‘no’ 
he meant ‘no,’ and nothing could change 
him from a position once ‘he had taken it. 
However, he seldom came to a decision 
without first giving the matter a good deal 
of thought. 

“Carnegie was very popular with the men 
in the shops. He was a good judge of 
human nature, and knew when to hold a 
tight rein and when to bé lenient. One of 
the rules of the shop was that all of the 
men should be in the office when the bell 
rang in the morning and the shop doors 
Otherwise they lost the day’s 
work. One morning, on account of some 
unavoidable mishap, I reached the Office 
just after the bell had sounded and the 
men had filed in. I stopped to explain the 
case to Carnegie, scarcely hoping that I 
would be allowed to go to work. To my 
surprise he relaxed the rigid rules and 
said: 

*“ "That's all right, Ed; I know you'd have 
been here on time if you possibly could. 
You can walk in.’ 

“Carnegie’s after success in life was 
merely the result of his youthful habits. 
It is true that he was fortunate in being 
thrown in contact with prominent officials 
of the road, from whom he gained a good 
deal of valuable information, but thou- 
Sands of young men have had’ the same 
opportunities without making anything out 
of them.,’’ 

In 1858 Captain Murphy feft Pittsburg 
and came south. Since that time he has 
not seen Andrew Carnegie, but has fol- 
lowed his career with a great deal of in- 
terest. Some days ago, upon learning that 
Mr. Carnegie had offered the city of At- 
lanta $100,000 to establish a public library, 
Captain Murphy wrote his orstwhile friend 
a letter, in whith he recalled the days 
when they were boys together. A few days 
later he received the following reply: 

“February 14, 189.—Mr. E. C. Murphy, 
169 Simps6n Street, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Mr. 
Murphy—Such letters as yours give me rare 
pleasure. Fortunately I get them from 
many quarters. I am very glad to get 
yours and hope that some day we may 
again meet. Very truly yours, for ‘days of 
Auld Lang Syne.’ .

TWAR DAYS ARE RECALLED 


Colonel Fannin Hears from Brigadier 
General LaGrange. 


TELLS OF WAR TIME INCIDENTS 


s Admiringly of the Confeder- 
ates with Whom He Came in 
Contact. 


One of the most beautiful] letters which 
has yet crossed the old line of sectional de- 
markation between the north and the south 
is the one which Colonel J. H, Fannin, of 
LaGrange, Ga., has recently received from 
Colone] O. BH. LaGrange, of New York city. 
Every Tine of the letter bespeaks the most 
ardent spirit of brotherhood and reconcilia- 
tion on the part of the gallant writer, and 
shows how completely in noble minds the 
bitter memories of the past have been for- 
gotten. In part, the letter reads: 

“I never regarded a confederate a pris- 
oner after he had given me his verbal pa- 
role. I remember as though it were yester- 
day how hard it was for me to avoid ex- 
‘ceeding my authority by leaving you in 
charge of the lovely wife who was so ap- 
prehensive for your safety and comfort 
when you did me the -honor to present me 
to her on the 17th of April, aimost thirty- 
four years ago. I learned to honor and es- 
teem a number of confederate officers by 
such association, and gained a clearer 
insight into the motives and the measure- 
less devotion of your people to their cause, 
and such men as you and Captain Storrs, 
of Alabama, prepared me to better under- 
stand some of the great men who have since 
represetned the south so nobly in the sen- 
ate of the restored union; men like Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, whom | fought in Ten- 
nessee, and your own gallant and eloquent 
Gordon, both of whom I admire and re- 
spect as much as I do any of the represen- 
tatives of my own section. The tuition of 
the civil war was expensive, and its les- 
sons were Tard, but they were learned not 
merely for the lifetime,of thosé who sur- 
vived but for the lifetime of the nation; and 
they were for its ultimate good through suf- 
fering. 

“In thinking over all these matters as an 
American, loving every section of our coun- 
try and every class and condition ef our 
people, I find most cause for hope in the apt 
and faithful work of upbuilding the waste 
places wrought by those who suffered most 
in the struggle and who from habit and 
association were supposed to be least able 
to meet the requirements and bear the 
burdens which came to them after the close 
of the war. I doubt if any chapter of the 
world’s history shows equal patience, ener- 
&y and moral devotion to high purposes 
now being written by the late confederates 
and their children. If they shall outstrip 
their northern brothers hereafter in 
achievement it will be only a fitting reward 
for the manner in which they have met 
unusual requirements. Good friends, we 
have cause for rejoicing in the prospects 
of our country and for indulging in fond 
hopes of the future of our people. You in 
the south, I judge, are animated by sin- 
cere and vital religious sentiments ,suchb as 
animated the colonists and the founders 
of our government, Men animated by such 
sentiments and governed by fixed principles 
always prevail both as peoples and as in- 
dividuals. The south will merit and win 
prosperity. For my own section it will 
have what it deserves. Changes in financial 
methods and conditions come only in obe- 
dience to laws of trade, which are em- 
bodied in the laws of men after they have 
made for themselves convenient or neces- 
Sary customs. 

“Again, I say, adversity has developed 
virtue which must bring prosperity to the 
southern people. I am always and every- 
where, dear sir, your friend and servant, 

“O. H. LaGRANGE.” 

Colonel Fannin was one of the bravest of- 
ficers in the confederate army. Fighting 
throughout the entire war, he finished his 
military career in defense of Fort Tyler, at 
West Point, Ga., where he made one of the 
pluckiest stands on record. This was seven 
days after the surrender of General Lee at 
Appomattox. News traveled sigwiy in 
those days and consequently the confeder- 
ate troops at West Point were not aware 
that the cause of the south was lost. Colo- 
nel Fannin had been ordered to re-enforce 
General jTyler at West Point, but on ac- 
count of some accident he had become 
separated from the main body of his regi- 
ment and reported at West Point with only 
eighteen men. In the engagement which 
followed General Tyler was killed and 
Colonel Fannin was forced to take com- 
mand of the fort. Reversing some of the 
orders which General Tyler had given, 
Colonel Fannin continued to return the 
fire of the oneny with vigor until the sup- 
ply of ammunition in the fort became ex- 
hausted. In the surrender which followed 
Colonel Fannin delivered sixty-four gal 
lant confederates: into the ihands of 3,750 
federals in command of General LaGrange. 
That was Colonel Fannin’s first acquaint- 
ance with that gallant officer. Colonel Fan- 
nin states that General LaGrange treated 
him with the utmost consideration and re- 
spect and allowed him many courtesies 
while he was his prisoner. General La- 
Grange is-one of the most prominent resi- 
dents of New York city.

PLAN MEETS WITH FAVOR 


Ho Troops of State Militia Located in 
Sirty Miles of New Town, 


OLD SOLDIERS ARE ENTHUSIASTIC 


The Organizers of the Command Will 
Be Among the First Granted Ri- 
fles When State Arms Are 
Returned by United 
States. 


The state will soon thave as a part of 
the naticnal guard a company composed of 
veterans of 1861, in which the followers of 
Grant and those of Lee will be mingled side 
by side in the ranks. 

The petition for the formation of the 
company comes to Governor Candler from 
Fitzgerald, Ga., the latest product in the 
state in the way of a municipality, but not 
the least for that reason in either popula- 
tion or patriotism. 

The town of Fitzgerald, as is commonly 
known, was settled mainly from the north 
and west and many of the survivors of the 
union army live in the county side by side 
with the confederate soldiers. 

The amalgamation has proved highly sat- 
isfactory as a means of building a town 
that does honor to the state, and the latest 
outcropping in the shape of the petition 
which reached Governor Candler yesterday 
morning shows to some extent the regard 
that ts entertained by one set of the popula- 
tion for the other. 

No organization of the company has yet 
been perfected, but the governor has heen 
assured that enough of the old veterans 
have signified their desire to become mem- 
bers of the organization to insure it being 
composed almost entirely of them. 

Governor Candler was greatly pleased at 
the receipt of the petition and he stated to 
a representative of The Constitution that 
he was ‘ready to do all in his power to 
hurry forward organization of the com-

No Compariy in Sixty Miles . 

There is no Mpany of the state militia 
within sixty miles of the town of Fitz- 
gerald, and the governor has been consider- 
ing for some time suggesting to the people 
of that town or to others in that neighbor- 
hood the formation of a military com- 
pany for the security of the district. 

In case of a riot or outbreak in the vi- 
cinity of the place it would require twelve 
hours to place a company of state militia 
in the town. For this reason the proposi- 
tion of the old veterans to guarantee the 
eafety of the vicinity by again shouldering 
their muskets has met with especial favor 
at the capitol. 

‘“‘Men with four years of such training as 
they thave had,” said the governor yester- 
day,” will think nothing of putting down a 
riot or disturbance in the neighborhood in 
the best and most approved style.’’ 

The governor answered the communica- 
tion before leaving his office yesterday and 
notified the veterans to communicate with 
the adjutant general of the state, the prop- 
er channel for the petition to take. 

At the outbreak of tthe war, when the 
services of the Georgia volunteers were of- 
fered to the government, half of the guns 
in the possession of the state militia were 
tendered to the government, and the larger 
part of them have not yet been returned. 

Governor Candler is expecting to receive 
them in the course of the next few weeks, 
and among the first organizations that will 
be equipped will be the company of old vet- 
erans at Fitzgerald.

The well-known Billington bill, which pro- 


‘poses to control the purchase and inspection 


f fertilizers in the staté has been recently 
b ught to the attention of Commissioner 
of Agriculture Stevens from the fact that 
a mamnber of samples of fertilizers have been 
sent under this bill to the commissioner for 
his inspection. 

In such cases under a legal constfttetion 
of the law the official could not make an 
inspection of the samples. 

It is the belief of officials of the depart- 
ment that the Ellington bill, from the fact 
that it suggests such a roundabout manner 
of inspecting the goods, will be found in- 
operative and unsatisfactory to the farm- 
ers of Georgia. 

Commissioner Stevens undertakes a much 
simpler means of reaching the same end 
by sending an authorized inspector to con- 
duct the examination, requiring of him to 
send a sample of the fertilizer at once to 
the department where it is turned over to 
the state chemist. Commissioner Stevens 
was asked at his office last Saturday what 
he thought of the manner of inspection un- 
der the Ellington bill. He said: 

“In my judgment, the machinery of the 
Ellington bill is not comprehensive to the 
farmers of Georgta; in fact, the machinery 
through which these inspections have to be 
made is such that it would require a man 
in some degree to be familiar with fertil- 
izers and with the law, in order to get 
these inspections property before this de- 
partment. 

“I notice that it has been suggested that 
the planters take samples of all of their 
goods under the Ellington law. 

“In the first place, the purchaser would 
have to get the consent of the seller of 
the fertilizers to agree to take a sample 


put in a jar or bottle, and the seller and 
the purchaser together would have to de- 
liver the goods to the ordinary of the 
county. 

“The ordinary makes a note of the names 
of the parties, th date, the brand of the 
fertilizer and the guaranteed unalysis, and 
files the sample for future reference. In 
the fall, if the consumer becomes dissatis- 
fied with the results of the guano, he can 
go to the ordinary and request him to send 
the sample to the state chemist. Then the 
ordinary marks the bottle with his private 
number and forwards it to the state chem- 
ist, who is required under the law to make 
the analysis. 

“In my judgment, this requires t6o0 much 
machinery to get at what the people want 
I have. therefore undertaken, where the 
purchasers desire an inspection, to have 
it made for them, and to send a legally au- 
thorized inspector, under the law, to inspect

“J also remember one season during that 
time that I hauled several bales of cotton 
to Augusta by wagon, a distance of sev- 
enty miles, and after I got there I realized 
only $14 a bale for my product. We did not 
go to the poorhouse then and we won't go 
now. 

“In 1833, on the memorable cold Friday, 
I saw cattle crossing over the Savannah 
river: the ice was so thick and solid that it 
seemed nothing would go through it. The 
brvad river also froze over during that 
spell and neither river was covered with ice 
during the spell just passed.” 

Colonel Jones came with his father when 
a young boy to settle in Elbert county and 
was among the first of immigrants to enter 
permanently that portion: of the state. He 
nuw owns and operates in addition to his 
farm the same store that was opened Ly his 
father eighty years ago. He is one of the 
landmarks of northeast Georgia and his 
words always find weight with the officials 
of the agricultural department.

CHURCH SPEAKS 
AGAINST MORMOKS 


Congregation of Jackson Hill Bap- 
tist Church Passes Resalutions

A Pelitien Protesting Against Brigham H. 
Roberts Will Also Be Forwarded, 


CHURCH MEMBERS WERE UNANIMOUS 


Sermon on the Pursuit of a Holier 
Life—Resolutions Against 
Brigham Roberts Were 
Then Adopted. 


The congregation of the Jackson Hill 
Baptist church has taken a decided position 
against Mormonism, and in _ resolutions 
passed yesterday declared that it was un- 
alterably opposed to the admission of Con- 
gressman-elect Brigham H. Roberts into 
the councils of the nation. 

The church by means of the resolutions 
says it has entered its protest against the 
admission of a polygamist into congress, 
and at the same time instructs the clerk of 
the church to send a copy of the resolutions 
to Congressman Livingston, of the fifth 
district. 

This is the first concerted action of this 
kind which has been taken in this state, 
and certainly the first in Atlanta. It may 
be the beginning of a great upheaval in this 
vicinity against the practice of Mormon- 
ism, as it is known that many of the 
pastors of various churches have discussed 
the advisability of taking such steps. 

The resolutions passed by the congrega-~- 
tion are as follows: 

“Whereas, Mr. Brigham H. Roberts has 
been elected as a representative from the 
state of Utah to the fifty-sixth congress of 


the United States, and 
‘‘Whereas, it is a well established fact 


that the said Brigham H. Roberts is, both 
in belief and practice, a polygamist, thus 
defying the law of God and the laws of the 


state and nation, and 
“Whereas, his admission to a seat in 


congress would be a disgrace to our coun- 
try, and a blot upon ovr civilization, and 
an insult to womanhood, be it 

‘Resolved, by the members of the Jack- 
son Hill Baptist church, of Atlanta, Ga., 
That we do enter our most earnest protest 
against the admission of the said Roberts 
to a place in the councils of the nation, and 
we pledge ourselves_to put forth every en- 
deavor to prevent thé calamity that threat- 
ens us, and@ to unite with all Christian 
people who may engage in organized effort 


in this direction, 

“Resolved, That the clerk of this church 
be instructed to forward a copy of these 
resolutions and petition to the Hon. L. F. 
Livingston, the representative of the fifth 
congressional district of Georgia.”’ 


Recently two Mormon elders, fresh from 
Utah, have arrived in the city and com- 
menced holding regular services for the 
benefit of those who wish to know the 
belief and practices of the Mormon religion. 

On Sunday afternoon, February 12th, the 
first services were held, and it is under- 
stood that the leaders will continue regular 
worship. They are said to be supported by 
a wealthy Mormon in Utah. 

The action of the Jackson Hill Baptist 
church is a little unusual, and will doubt- 
less create some surprise in this vicinity. 
The resolutions were adopted with much 
enthusiasm, and a petition with several 
hundred names attached will be forwarded 
to Congressman Livingston with the reso- 
lutions. 

Sermon by Dr. Marshall. 

Dr. A. A. Marshall, pastor of the church, 
preached an eloquent sermon after action 
had been taken on the resolutions. The 
sermon was based on the third chapter and 
thirteenth verse of Philistines, the theme 
being Paul’s pursuit after a holier life. 

Dr. Marshall began by stating that a 
man’s ideal is the farthest limit of his 


hone ever pass it. 

“Paul, while a believer in a higher life 
and a holier life, did not claim to have 
reached it. True greatness is always mod- 
est, only the simple and fanatic make boasts 
of their attainments,” he said. 

In speaking of the Christian’s pursuit 
after a higher life, the speaker referred to 
the many hindrances which when past are 
to be forgotten if one is to reach the goal. 

“No one,” he said, “can afford to live 
only in the past. The future, pregnant with 
possibilities, lies out before us, and we 
must forget things that are behind.

“ “Christians ana churches ought to protect 
well their promises, From this general 
view we turn to a more particular consid- 
eration of the gift of the Macedonian 
Ghurch at Philippi. 

; “First, Paul says it was a grace divinely 

“given. He would teach them and us that 
what is contributed for any good cause 
should be done religiously. 

“A thousand motives may control our 
giving, while but one—love for God and 
man—will be well pleasing to heaven. 

“In the eyes of Him who sits yet over 
against the treasury, the widow's two 
mites may count for more than the rich 
Pharisee’'s millions. Secondly, Paul says 
that the very poverty of these people min- 
istered to their liberality. It is still true 
that the poor have most sympathy for 
the poor, and in proportion to their means 
are most liberal in relieving want. 

“Thirdly, that they gave loyausty, pray- 
ing him to receive their gift. ‘The Lord 
_joveth a cheerful giver.” When we re- 
member that they gave promptly, joyously, 
liberally and religiously, we begin to real- 
ize the moral quality of the offering. 

“In conclusion, a says, as the crown- 
ing statement, which includes and makes 
possible all others, ‘They gave their own 
selves unto the Lord first.’ Ah! Here is 
indeed the secret. Let us learn this truth 
and accomplish this result, then all service 
und sacrifice will be a joy and a blessing. 

“None of the qualities inhering in the 
"benevolence of Macedonian church can be 
ours, none of the experiences known to 
them can be known by us unless we first 
make the persona] sacrifice. 

“This is necessary in the prosecution of 
any great cause undertaken by men. It is 
related of one of the soldiers of Garibaldi 
that when he lay dying upon the field of 
battle he called a comrade to him and said: 
‘When I am dead take off my skin and 
make of it a drumbhead to call my country- 
men to conflict against the tyrant.’ 

“Every heroic deed has been preceded 
by a crucifixion of self. Let us look well 
to the spring of our motives in even the 
highest and holiest of service.”

At the First Presbyterian church yester- 
day morning a congregation that more than 
filled the structure gathered to hear Rev. 
C, P, Bridewell, the new pastor, recently 
called here from Fort Worth, Tex., deliver 
his initial sermon. 

Mr. Bridewell’s theme was self-sacrifice. 
He selected as his text the words: “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, except a corn of 
wheat fall into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone; but if it die, it bringeth forth 
much fruit,” from St. John xii, 24. 

These words, said Mr. Bridewell, which 
were spoken by the Christ even while the 
shadow of the cross was lying across his 
path, reveal a fundamental truth—life must 
proceed from death. And He knowing this, 
and not being one of those who might have 
been a great spiritual force had they not 
feared to die, did die upon the cross, that 
He might bring forth more fruit—as the 
grain of wheat which, when deposited in 
the ground, dies, but in dving multiplies 
aud renews its life, Lut which when kept 
ntact abideth alone. Indeed, Christ’s whole 
life wus a death of self. And so it was in- 
tended by God that it should be, when He 
sent Christ into this world, in order that 
His death, like the death of the corn of 
wheat, might bring forth a harvest. 

; ent is true of Christ is also true of his 

OMowers—they, too, must die. And while 


His Incafnate Son He could come into a 
lost world and identify Himself with fallen 
man. To this question the unassisted mind 
of man can give no adequate reply. God 
above can answer it. Long ages ago, in 
the first page of His Holy Word, He gave 
us the key to this mystery. He assured 
us of this most splendid truth, that He had 
created man in His own image, after His 
own likeness. This shows why God cares 
so much for man, It is the dominant fact 
of human nature and human life. It makes 
itself felt in various ways. 

It gives man a royal place in nature. 
Science classes him as an animal. Religion 
declares that God has*conferred upon him 
a sublime and solitary dignity which ele- 
vates him above all God's creatures and 
makes him sovereign lord of creation. 

“It involved more than this; it endowed 
him with a soul. It ig in man’s goul that 
the image of God is chiefly to be found. 
Grasp the tremendous truth—that God hes 
given man a soul, and life becomes a highe?, 
holier thing. Religion leads us back to the 
beginning of the universe and finds in God 
Himself the pattern upon which man was 
sy the glorious image he was meant to 

ar. 

“This image has not been lost in the 
fall of man. It belongs to man’s nature, 
not to his character. Human sin has 
marred ft, defiled it, obscured it, but the 
divine image abides in man’s mind, and 
heart, and soul, from which not even the 
deepest sin and shame can root it out. 

“The presence of the divine image in 
man is the chief cause of the sanctity of 
human life. This is why murder is such a 
dreadful sin, because it is a death blow 
aimed at a being made in the image of 
God. ‘Who so sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed, for in the 
image of God made He him.’ 

‘We have now seen why God is mindful 
of man, But why should we visit Him, as 
He did in the incarnation of His oniy be- 
gotten Son? We find the answer in the 
reat truth which we have before us today. 
The divine image in man furnishes a basis 
upon which God could raise up a mighty 
salvation for him. It made possible the 
union of God and man in the person of 
Christ. Upon this ground rests the possi- 
bility of God's supreme revelation of Him- 
self to the human race.’’ 

This series of sermons will continue 
throungh Lent. Next Sunday his subject will 
be “God,”’ and following that ‘Satan,”’ 
“Sin,”’ ‘Suffering,’ and ‘Eternal Life,’’ willi 
be dealt with respectively. 

Beginning Jast night, he also started upon 
a series of sermons on Scripture charac- 
ters, as follows: ‘Judas,’ ‘St. Peter,’’ 
‘‘Caiaphas,”’ “Herod,” ‘*Pilate,’’ oe CO John’”’ 
and ‘‘The Haly Women.’’ These sermons 
are calculated to arouse unusual interest, 
and the whole series will doubtless be at- 
tended by large numbers of people. 

Rev. Clarence S. Wood, who recently 
came to Atlanta from Columbus, as as- 
sistant to the priest in charge of St. Luke’s, 
will be ordained to the priesthood next 
Thursday morning at 10:30 o’clock by Bishop 
Nelson. A sermon appropriate to the oc- 
casion will be preached by the bishop, 

On Friday morning, at St. Luke's, the 
seventh anniversary of the consecration of 
Bishop Nelson wil be observed. The bishop 
will preach, and celebrate holy commuhion, 
and it is expected that a large number of 
the clergy and laity will join with him in 
celebrating this interesting and important 
event. 

Owing to the fact that he was consecrated 
at St. Luke’s, Bishop Nelson observes the 
anniversary of the occasion in that church, 
instead of at the Cathedral.

FOR POLICE BOARD 


Several Well-Known Gentlemen Are 
Mentioned for Positions. 


ELECTION OCCURS MARCH 6TH 


Terms of Three Commissioners Will 
Expire on March ist. 


POLICE ELECTION WILL OCCUR SOON 


Branan Leave the Board—Branan 
Ineligible for Re-Election. 


The terms of three police commissioners 
expire on March ist, and great interest is 
centered in the contest between those who 
desire to succeed them. The election will 
occur on March 6th, and the session of 
council will probably attract a large crowd. 
The following Monday night the reorgani- 
zation of the board of police commission- 
ers will occur. 

At this meeting a chairman will be elect- 
ed for the board, and the policy for the 
next term will be outlined. During the lat- 
ter part of March the election of the mem- 
bers of the police force will occur, and 
this is already causing considerable deal 
of talk at the police barracks. 

It is the duty of the police board to 
hold the election of policemen before April 
ist, and the commissioners usually put the 
election off as the last work of the board 
before the close of March. It is probable 
that few changes will occur in the police 
force, although some are said to be already 
scheduled. Nothing definite is known, how- 
ever, and the police commissioners studious- 
ly avoid speaking of the subject. 

The commissioners who leave their seats 
on the poiice board on March Ist are: Chair- 
man W. H. Patterson, Captain James W. 
English and J. C. A. Branan. The latter is 
not eligible for re-election, having moved 
his residence outside the city limits. Mr. 
Patterson and Captain English, however, 
are both candidates to succeed them- 
selves, and it is admitted by those who 
are posted on the condition of affairs that 
they will be re-elected, 

For the vacancies the following have 
been mentioned: John Welsh, John Colvin, 
Captain W. H. Brotherton, Harvey Johnson, 
George Brown and J. Stovall Smith. The 
election of each of these is being advo- 
cated by their friends, and several have 
announced that they have already secured 
enough votes to assure their election. 

The election of Captain W. H. Brotherton 
is regarded as very probable by those 
recognized as authorities in local political 
affairs, though the indications are that the 
race will be a closely contested one. 

For the chairmanship of the board W. O. 
Jones has been prominently mentioned, al- 
though commissioners announce that the 
question of the chairmanship has never 
been mentioned between them. It {is un- 
doubtedly true that no active canvass has 
taken place for the position, but several 
of the commissioners regard the election of 
Mr. Jones as probable. 

Major W. J. Kendrick has not canvassed 
for the position of secretary of the board, 
but it is thought that he will be re-elected 
to that place. , 

One of the commissioners stated yester- 
day afternoon that a large number of ap- 
plications for positions on the force had 
been received, but he was of the opinion 
that few changes would be made. He 
stated, however, that if any of the men 
were not re-elected the vacancies would be 
filled by capable men who at present have 
no positions. 

He said it would be the policy of the 
board to ignore for the present all applica- 
tions from men who are now holding po- 
sitions unless the list of those now with- 
out work is exhausted. 


THE APPRAISERS MEET TODAY. 


Second Session Will Be Held in Temple 
Court Building This Afternoon 
at 4:30 O’Clock. 

The second session of the appraisers for 
the Consolidated and Atlanta Railway 
Company will be held this afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock in room 616 Temple Court. 

The first session was held Saturday at 
12 o’clock and four witnesses were exam- 
ined for the Atlanta Railway Company. 
These were the superintendent of the road 
and several engineers who have examined 
that part of the track it is proposed to 
condemn. From the examination of the 
witnesses the value of the tracks was as 
near as they knew ascertained. 

This afternoon the witnesses for the Con- 
solidated will be examined by the attor- 
neys for the road. There will be several 
of them, but it is expected that all the 
testimony in the case will be delivered. 
The argument will probably begin tomor- 
row and the hearing concluded. How long 
it will require the appraisers to make a 
decision is not known. if

Stole Gold Rimmed Spectacles from Wis 
Benefactress. 


SAID HE WAS’ AN ORPHAN 


His Appearance Last Friday Night Oc- 
casioned Much Sympathy. 


MRS. A. MORRISON GAVE HIM CLOTHES 


But When She Left the Room Williams 
Stole Her Gold-Rimmed Specta- 
cles and Skipped Out. 


This boy did not hesitate to steal from 
the lady who had been kind to him. He 
may be a kleptomaniac, or he may be bad 
at heart. The police authorities incline 
toward the latter opinion; but, kleptoma- 
niac or not, the police are looking for 
young John Williams, and if he is caught 
his prosecution will be vigorous. 

He entered the police barracks last Fri- 
day night, as pitiable a sight as the desk 
sergeant, who enters the names of sleep- 
ers in the big book, had ever seen. The 
boy’s appearance gained sympathy for him 
at once, and he was made comfortable for 
the night. He wore neither shoes nor 
stockings, and his little bare feet were 
frostbitten from the intense cold of the 
few days prior to his coming to the city. 

John Williams wore no shirt, and his coat 
was the remnant of an article that had 
once done duty on the back of a man 
much older than he. He was pinched with 
hunger and cold, and while telling his story 
to the desk sergeant the little fellow shiver- 
ed and kept near the heater. 

He said he was an orphan, and had no 
home. He had been looking for work, but 
had been unable to find anything to do, 
and was consequently forced to tramp about 
the country. The boy was given a bed for 
the night, an@ the next morning, before he 
was allowed to go, several ladies of the 
city were communicated with and told of 
the condition of the boy. 

Mrs. A. Morrison, who resides at 181 
Washington street, announced that she 
would take charge of the boy, and he was 
sent out to her. Mrs. Morrison gave the 
youngster new shoes, stockings, a shirt and 
coat, and while. he was putting on his new 
articles of apparel she gave him somé 
splendid advice about working and leading 
a better life. 

The boy HUstened respectfully, and inter- 
rupted with “‘Yessum’} at the proper mo- 
ments. She advised him to sleep Saturday 
night in the police barracks, and he said 
he intened doing so. Mrs. Morrison then 
left the boy standing in the hallway for a 
few moments while she went into another 
portion of the house to find something else 
for him. 

As soon as she turned her back, however, 
John Williams took a pair of gold-rimmed 
spectaclés off the table and left the house. 
The intention of the boy was to get away 
as quickly as possible with the spectacles, 
and he did not stop to say goodby or thank 
his benefactress. 

The matter was reported to the police 
authorities, and the patrolmen have since 
been looking for the young boy, but it is 
thought that there is little chance of catch- 
ing him, as he has probably left the city. 
He stated to Mrs, Morrison that he came 
to this city from Macon, and the police 
authorities of that city have been asked 
to arrest him if he turns up there.

Atlanta Federation of Railway Employees. 


in Session Yesterday. 
STATE GATHERING PROPOSED 


Federation Asked To Take Part in the 
Meeting. 


CHARLES DANIEL MAKES HIS REPORT 


Tells of the Adjustment of Trouble 
Between Grand Trunk and Order 
of Telegraphers. 


The Atlanfa Federation of Railway Em- 
ployees held its regular monthly meeting 
yesterday and matters of considerable im- 
portance were discussed during the course 
of the proceedings. The meeting was ijarge- 
ly attended and was interesting through- 
out. : 

Although no definite action was taken on 
a number of important matters which were 
presented, these were fully discussed and 
an understanding reached concerning them. 

A cOmmunication was received from the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades and others 
inquiring if the railway men would join 
in a meeting to be held on April 3rd for 
the purpose of discussing certaim legisla- 
tion which will be of mutual benefit to all 
labor organizations in the sta‘e. 

The matter was referred to tae Jegis!ative 
committee of the federation, and this com- 
mittee will report at the next meeting. 
The decision of the committee regarding 
the question of participating in the state 
gathering will have an important bearing 
On the situation and should the railroad 
men decide to join in the meeting its im- 
portance will be considerably increased. 

It is proposed by the labor federations 
of the various cities to hold this state 
gathering for the discussion vf legislation 
in order that the views of the labor men 
of different sections of the state may ke 
obtained and that unanimous and <lefinite 
action may be taken on matters of vital 
importance to the labor unions, 

The details of the proposed meeting have 
not yet been arranged. One of the inter- 
esting features of the meeting yesterday 
was the report of Secretary Charles Daniel 
on the recent trouble between the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers and the Grand Trunk 
railway in Canada. It wil] be remembered 
that at one time it seemed that a strike o 
the telegraphers was inevitable. : 

It seems that the railroad refused to rec- 
Ognize the order, but finally agreed to gzet- 
tle the matter by arbitration and appoint- 
ed as its arbitrator the general inanager. 
The telegraphers named a prominent mem- 
ber of the order and the two chose Chief 
Justice Meredith, the highest judge in 
Canada, as the third member of the board 
of arbitrators, 

The result of the discussion of the matter 
Was made known a short while ago and 
was embodied in the report of Mr. Daniel. 
The result of the consultation is consid- 
ered a great victory for the telegrapners. 
As a result ef the arbitration the contract 
of ‘the rajlroad was let to members of the 
order; the order was recognized, salaries 
were increased 15 percent and shorter 
hours and pay for over time was also in- 
cluded in the agreement. 


CITY COUNCIL MEETS TODAY 


Matters of Interest Will Be Considered 
at the Session. 


MAY FAVOR POLICE MATRON 


Petition from the Police Commission- 
ers Will Be Read and Acted 
Upon. 


The city council will meet this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, and matters of interest will 
be considered. In all probability the most 
important of these will be the petition from 
the poiice commissioners asking for a 
police matron. 

At the regular meeting of the police 
commissioners held last Monday a resolu- 
tion was introduced by Major W. J. Ken- 
drick petitioning the city council to re- 
create the office of police matron, and ask- 
ing that a special appropriation of 40 a 
month be made to pay for the services of 
the one employed. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously, 
and will be read before council at the ses- 
sion this afternoon. It is probabie that the 
matter will be passed upon favorably. 

Another matter to come before council 
will be the petition asking that the whisky 
limits in the western part of the city be 
extended from Foundry to Thurmoni street. 

The petition is signed by seventeen per- 


} sons living in the neighborhood, and, as no 


objections have been offered as yet, it is 
probable that the petition will be favorably 


acted upon. 


On Saturday at the meeting of the police 
committee the members considered a peti- 
tion from persons living near Mystic hall, 
a well-known resort for negroes at the cor- 
ner of Butler and Edgewood avenue, asking 
that the permits of the place be discon- 
tinued, 

The committee spent some time in in- 
vestigating the matter, and it is probable 
that council will annul the license of the 
hall,
